Witnesses Before Special Com- 
mittee Testify Only in Gen- 
eral Terms. 


THINK SENATE AND HOUSE 
DO NOT ENFORCE RULES 


Members of Prison Commission and 
County School Commissioners, 
It Appears, Have Manifested 
Interest in Bills Affect- 
ing Departments. 


The dragnet of the joint committee of 
investigation was vigorously. employed 
throughout two lengthy sessions yester- 
day morning and afternoon with these 
results: 

Universa}] denial by witnesses of any 
knowledge of criminal lobbying or of 
members being improperly influenced or 
of any of them being improperly ap- 
proached. 

Considerable talk of outsiders being 
much upon the floors of the senate and 
the house. which is against the rules of 
these bodies. But at the same time it 
was made clear that there had for years 
been no attempt to enforce those rules; 
and there had grown up a custom of 
general invitation from members to their 
friends to come in upon the floor and 
cecupy seats. This extended even to la- 
dies. 

The specific mention by Representative 
Overstreet, of Screven. of some men who 
had been upon the floor about the 
lobbies and halls when legislation of a 
general character was under considera- 
tion. Mr. Overstreet, who appears in the 
role of quasi-prosecutor, furnished the 
committee with a long list members 
of the house and others whom he thought 
ought to appear before the committee. 
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There was some talk of outsiders using | 


their efforta in favor of or against local 
bills. None of this was, however, of an 


important character. 

The suggestion was thrown out that 
one member of the prison commission 
had talked with members about pending 
convict bills, but it was testified that 
this had been on the initiative of the 
mémBere themselves. Also that two offi- 
cials of the prison department had talked 
with members. These gentiemen testified 
that while they had very positive views, 
they had not discussed the questions In- 
volved except when approached by mem- 
bers. 

The fact that county 
sioners had been actively 
uniformity of text-book bills was brought 
out. It was shown that a published article 
signed by several of these had been paid 
for by one of the men who signed the 
article. 

The Committee’s Busy Day. 

Chairman Hopkins and his associates 
upon the committee of investigation 
started their work o'clock the 
morning and worked through until 5 in 
the afternoon, with but a short recess 
for luncheon. The examination took the 
widest pd0ssible scope, the committee evi- 
dently being determined to disclose any~ 
thing and everything of a questionable 
character, if there was anything to dis- 
close. After each of the witnesses had 
apecifically denied knowledge of im- 
proper influences being brought to bear 
wpon any members of either branch of 
the general assemb'g or any effort 
to bring such influence to bear upon any 
of them, each was questionéd closely as 
to hearsay matters, being given the op- 
portunity even of expressing opinions not 
based on actual Knowledge. In _ short, 
every possible opportunity was given for 
disclosures which could in any way be 
considered within the scope of the hroad 
and elastic resolution under which the 
committee is acting. 

Chairman Hopkins conducted most of 
the examinations of witnesses, though at 
times he delegated this duty to other 
members of the committee. All joined in 
this questioning. Even Mr. Overstreet, 
who is not a member of the committee, 
was given permission to question the 
witnesses as he might see fit, and he did 
this in the case of most of the wit- 
nesses. 

Mr. Tigner, of Muscogee, was the first 
witness called. He said he had prepared 
a synopsis showing some questions he 
would like to have asked certain gentle- 
men, which he turned ower to the com.- 
mittee. He said he uesired to appear 
neither as prosecutor nor defendant, and 
for that reason asked that he be not 
called until] after other gentlemen had 
testified. This request was granted on 
formal motion of a member of the com- 
mittee.

HAS NO CHANCE

New York, August 4.—Pedro Velez, a 
member of the Colomblan congress and 
one of the house committee which has 
charge of the Panama canal treaty, sall- 
ed for Colon today after a stay of several 
weeks in this city and Washington. After 
visiting his home in Cartagena he will go 
to Bogota to take part in the canal de- 
bate 

During his stay Velez has carefully 
studied sentiments relative to the canal 
and will use it as a guide in the delibera- 
tions of congress the information he has 
gathered. ° 

Regardicsa of the great advantage of 
the Panama route, he says those who fa- 
vor it over the Nicdraguan waterway are 
greatly in the minority. 

Velez does not expect an early vote be- 
cause of protracted debate and numerous 
amendments which will be offered. “I 
cannot tell how I will vote,’’ said he, “‘but 
if I were to judge accurding to impres- 
sions received here from a generality of 
the press, my decision would be decided- 
ly against the treaty. 

“If this present treaty negotiation with 
the United States government . should 
come to a standstill, I fear our govern- 
ment and people will not In any case try 
to bargain on or sacrifice the French 
people, with whom our relations always 
have been cordial.’'

‘Great Britain Practically Takes 


Over the Cunard Line, 


London, August 4.—The agreement be- 
tween the admiralty, the board of trade, 
the postmaster general and the Cunard 
was 
issued in a parliamentary paper this even- 
ing. Accompanying the 
draft of a trust deed securing 
debenture stock for which the govern- 
ment’s $15,000,000, for building 
the two steam.ships is made. The megil- 
carrying agreement substitutes for pay- 
ments by weignt a fixed annual payment 
of $340,000 during the life of the contract, 
which for twenty years dating from 
the first sailing of of the 
two steam ships. It provides that the 
mail shall be carried more speedily than 
at present. 

All the company’s sfeam ships between 
Liverpool, New York, Boston, the Med- 
iterranean ports and Havre, including 
the new boats, which will have a speed 
0 24 to % knots, will be at the disposal 
of the admiralty for hire or purchase in 
the event of war. The vessels must be 
maintained under the British flag and 
managé@d without any undue increase in 
freigh# charges or undue preference 
against British subjects. The masters, 
officers and engineers of all the vessels 
must always be British subjects and 
the same condition applies to at least 
three-fourths of the crew on the Cam- 
pania, Umbria and Lucania until the 
new vessels have been completed, and 
thereafter on the new vessels all the 
certificated officers, other than the en- 
gineers, and not less than half the crews 
must belong to the royal naval reserve. 

The company is not allowed to sell 
any vessel whoge speed is 17 knots and 
upward without the consent of the gov- 
ernment. 

For these ccgicessions the government 
agrees to subsidize the new vessels at 
$375,000 per year each. 

The loan of $13,000,000, which will bear 
interest at 2 3-4 per cent, is to be repaid 
in twenty annual insjallments, will rank 
as the first charge on the whole Cunard 
fleet and will be secured by the deben- 
tures. The 'agreement provides for-a re- 
duction’in the subsidy for the new steam- 
ers in the case of their failure to attain 
a minimum speed of 23 1-2 knots. 

The revised articles of the Cunard 
company, which are included in the par- 
liamentary paper, contain the provisions 
previously cabled, stringently excluding 
foreigners from holding shares in the 
company directly or in trust.

J. P. Morgan, departing from his usual 
custom, made a statement as follows, 
after the meeting of the steel board: 

‘1 deeply regret that the condition of 
Mr. Schwab's health renders it impossi- 
ble for him to continue at the head of the 
steel corporation. His loyalty to the in- 
terests intrusted to him cannot be doubt- 
ed, and from the early days of the incep- 
tion of the corporation he gave to its 
formation, unification and development 
his unequalled powers as an expert in the 
manufacture of steel. 

‘rt consider that in Mr. Corey the dl- 
rectors have secured an eminently compe- 
tent successor to Mr. Schwab, and I am 
confident that the future will prove this 
to be the case. In fact, I think that to- 
day the steel company, in all its branches, 
is intrinsically in a stronger and better 
position than it has ever been.” 

The new president has entered upon his 
duties and it may be authoritatively 
stated that with his election the steel 
corporation has inaugurated a new policy. 
There will be less centralization of power 
and increaséd responsibility in the work 
of the various committees. President Co- 
rey wil] devote his entire attention to the 
practical and technical sides of the steel 
and jron industry, and will receive mate- 
ria} ald from the advisory committee, 
whose members are specially well qual- 
ified to act in that capacity.

The peasants, when he 
left, made 4 most enthusiastic demon- 
stration. crying, “Viva, Don Gulseppe, 
while many women whose children he had 
nursed wept copiously. He distinguished 
himself so much at Salzano that he was 
only kept there two years, which is re- 
markable in the career of an Italian par- 
ish priest. In 1875 he was elected chan- 
ceNor of the bishopric of Treviso, then 
spiritual director of that seminary, judge 
of the ecclesiastical tribunal and finally 
vicar general. 

Made Patriarch of Venice. 

Pope Leo, who had highly appreciated 
his cleverness, piety and modesty, ap- 
pointed him, in November, 1884, at the 
age of 49 years, bishop of Mantua, where 
he remained nine years, ur@i) 1893, when 
he was made a cardinal and appointed 
patriarch of Venice. He there distin- 
guished himself as a thorough reformer, 
suppressing all abuses, restoring the dig- 
nity of the clergy and the earnestness of 
religion. To him is due the revival of the

The date upon which the coronation of 
Pius X has not yet been de- 
cided, but the Impression prevalis that it 
will occur August 9. Although the elec- 
tion was over at ll o'clock this morning 
and was announced to the world forty- 
five minutes later by the appearance of 
the new pope at the window of St, Pe- 
ters, the conclave was not formally dis- 
solved until 5:30 this afternoon. The 
cardinals then returned to their various 
apartments in Rome, with the exception 
of Cardinals Rampolla and Oregiia, who 
temporarily retain their official suites in 
the vatican, and Cardinal Herrero y 
Espinosa, who is too ill to be moved for 
several days. lt’ was ‘o the sick cardinal 
that the new poOpe paid his first visit 
after being formally proclaimed pontiff. 
The cardinals will remain in Rome for 
tomorrow's ceremonies and should the 
coronation be tixed for next Sunday they 
are not likely to return to their respective 
homes until after that ceremony. Wit 
the .exception of the Spanish cardinal, 
Herrero, all the others are now in fairh 
good health.

TO COME FROM VENICE. 


Rome, August 4.—The new pope 
ts one of eight children, two sons 
and six daughters. One of his 
sisters is a dressmaker, another 
is married to a sacristan and ped- 
dier, a third married a wine shop 
keeper and the others are wUn- 
married. 

The new pope is the seventh pope 
who has eome from the region 
of Venice, among whom was Bene- 
dict XIII, who also came from 


Treviso, and who, by a strange 
coincidence, was elected pope cx- 
actly 599 years ago today. 
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Rome, August 4.—Soon after the con- 
clave dissolved this evening one of the 
cardinals who returned to his house in 
Rome said to the representative of the 
Associated Press: 

“We really were very, very well treated 
and I feel better than when I went into 
the conclave. The perfect rest was really a 
treat. We had good food and the ar- 
rangements for looking after so many 
people could not have been better. After 

mass every morning we entered the Sis- 
tine chapel and transacted our business. 
‘After each morning session we had din- 
ner. During the afternoon most of us 
killed time by reading in our rooms. l 
varied my literature with several Ameri- 
can periodicals and learned treatises on 
the conclave, all of which iater disagreed 
and invariably put me to sleep with a 
headache. Through a chink in the boards 
which were placed over the window in 
my cell I could see the crowd in the 
piazza of St. Peter's. They indeed form- 
ed a wonderful sight. To reach my room 
I had to climb 128 steps; you see I had 
plenty of time to count them. This was

Cardinal Herrero seem- 
ed transfigured by such thought- 
fulness and exclaimed, ‘‘Let me 
kiss your hand. Now I shall die 
happy.’ The pope remained some 
time in the cell, encouraging the 
sick man, and said ha would pray 
his recovery. He then gave him 
the apostolic blessing. 
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heard of him before he entered the con- 
clave, except to write him the Christiar 
greeting usually extended between car- 
dinals. 

‘“‘He seems, however,” said he, ‘’to have 
a chatming personality and to possess the 
complete confidence of a majority of the 
mcmbers of the sacred college, who being 
residents of Italy and thereabouts, are 
fully able to judge. I am told he is de- 
voted to Venice and has frequently said 
that he could never be happy elsewhere. 
Poor man. Unless things change far 
more than we expect Pius X will never see 
his beloved Venice again unless, perhaps, 
after his body lies beside that of Leo 
XIII, his spirit may be able to revisit the 
place where he spent so many happy 
years.”’

Rome, August 4.—La Patria, comment- 
ing on the election of Sarto, says: 

“The majority declares, we believe, 
that he is a man of lofty intellect, vast 
knowledge and exemplary piety; 60 much 
the better. In any case it is sure he will 
not introduce any substantial innovation 
in the relations of the church and state, 
and will not import any change in the 
vatican policy. He will continue to re- 
main shut up, a willing prisoner of him- 
self, in the royal dug@eon of the apostolf 
palace.” 

The Tribuna says: 

“The election cannot be considered to 
be the result of an agreement between 
the two opposing factions, though Car- 
dinal Rampolla’s followers are probably 
more pleased than those of Cardinal Van- 
nutelli.”’ 

The paper remarks: 

“The patriarch of Venice represents 
what might be defined as a skillful though 
reasonable intransigence.” 

It agrees with La Patria’s opinion, that 
the relations of the state and church will 
not change. 

How France Views New Pope.

No Official News in London. 

London, August 4—The official notifica- 
tion of Sarto’s election has not yet been 
received at the archdiocese of London, 
the clerics expecting nothing beyond a 
short formal note in Latin, which will 
be mailed from Rome in the course of 
a few days. Sarto’s accession will be 
signalized by singing of the Te Deum in 
all the metropolitan and _ provincial 
churches on Sunday. 

There is little speculation regarding the 
successor of Cardinal Vaughan, as arch- 
bishop of Westminster. It is believed 
that Pope Leo practically nominated a 
prelate as his choice some weeks ago. The 
confirmation and the official announce- 
ment giving the name merely awaits the 
usual routine of the sacred college. 


Ireland on the New Pope. 


St. Paul, Minn., August 4.—Archbishop 
Ireland in speaking of the new pope said: 

“So far as knOwn Cardinal] Sarto, now 
elected pope, is a man of deep learning 
and recognized prudence of action. He 
administered the important diocese of Ve- 
nice in a manner to draw him universal 
praise. While archbishop and cardinal he 
seldom visited Rome, 

‘“‘He enters into the pontificate free from 

all entangling alliances, free in every 
way to carve out for himself his own ca- 
reer. 
“The election of Cardinal Sarto is not 
a surprise. It was evident from the be- 
ginning that if one.outside of Rome was 
to be chosen that one would be Cardina] 
Sarto, and not uncommon course of con- 
claves is to take as its candidate one 
outside the Eternal City, so that his fu- 
ture administration may be from the be- 
ginning one entirely and manifestly in- 
spired by his own wisdom and knowledge 
of affairs. 

“This is exactly what happened when 
Igo XIII himself was chosen.” 


SEABOARD LINE S’READING. 


It Will Soon Tap Pee Dee Section in 
Carolina. 

Columbia, 8. C., August 4.—(Special.)— 
Inside of twenty days the Seaboard Air 
Line system will have tapped the rich 
and fertile Pee Dee section of South 
Carolina. This is to be done by means 
of a new railroad line running from Che- 
raw to Bennettsville, which is to be 
known as the Cheraw and Bennettsville 
railroad. The line is rapidly nearing 
completion. The tre&tles over Beaver 
dam and Phill’s creek have been put in 
and a large force of hands are now at 
work at Crooked creek near Bennetts- 
ville. The iron horse is now only 4 miles 
from Bennettsville and the engineers say 
that by the end of the month trains will 
be running into the town. This road 
will open up and develop some of the 
most valuable and fertile territory in 
South Carolina, a territory that is de- 
voted entirely to the most successful cul- 
ture of tobacco.

FIGHT IN THE CONCLAVE _ 


BETWEEN TWO PRELATES 


Much Bitterness Manifested by Certain Parties Over 
sarto’s Success-=-=Dramatic Scenes That 
Followed Announcement of Election. 


Rome, August 4.—The election of Pius 
X, once it was consummated, was pro- 
claimed in a loud voice by the cardinals 
scrutinizers to the sacred college. Mgr. 
Merry Del Val, secretary of the conclave, 
and Prince Chigi, marshal.of the conclave,. 
were notified through a bell by Cardinal 
Oreglia, They entered the Sistine chapel 
amid visible excitement, the eager faces 
of the conclavists and prelates being seen 
crowding about the door. 

It is impossible to describe the con- 
fusion in the chapel. The friends and 
Supporters of the new pope gathered 
around him, complimenting and congrat- 
ulating him, crying ‘‘Viva!” and even 
clapping their hands without ceremony. 
They appeare@ to be unable to contain 
their joy. These few moments of obfivion 
gave Sarto’s opponents time to recover. 
their balance and conceal their chagrin, 
aithough the majority even among them 
declared themselves to be satisfied with 
the result and only a few sour faces were 
seen, 

Among the conclavists and prelates the 
expression of opinion was much freer and 
two so lost control of their tempers that 
they had to be separated by the scan- 
dalized onlookers. There was great irrita- 
tion on one side and a correspondingly 
great exultation on the other. 

“Sarto!” “Sarto!” ran from mouth to 
mouth, penetrating to the furthermore 
corner of the vatican precincts. After 
the election, even when the excitement be- 
gan to calm down, none seemed quite 
to know what to do, {t being to all, ex- 
cept Cardinal Oreglia, a new ceremanial. 
Even he had only seen one twenty-fwe 
years ago. 

Cardinal Oregiia,. as dean of the cardi- 
nal-bishops, called Cardinals Netto and 
Macchi, the deans respectively of the 
cardinal-priests and cardinal-deacons. 
They approached the new pontiff, saying 
in Latin, distinctly, but in a shaking 
voice: 

“Do you

The moment was one of extreme ten- 


pause before Pius X found and controlled 
his voice. Then he answered simply: 


j ‘Ves ‘? 


The cardinals thereupon removed their 
baldachins so that that of Sarto was 
the only remaining ene, thus marking 
him as their supreme head. The passing 
Supremacy of the cardinals was gone 
and was now concentrated in one person. 

While Prince Chigi, the master of the 
conclave, was drawing up the official act 
of the election and acceptance of the 
newly eleated pope, the latter, surround- 
ed by his friends, disappeared into a 
small room near the altar, where he 
donned, with who can say what feelings 
of triumph and humility, the white robes 
of his office. Pius X wag assisted by 
his conclavist, who first knelt and kissed 
his master’s hand and thus received the 
first apostolic blessing given by Pius X. 

The new pope wus attired all.in. white 
with the exception of red shoes. When 
he was quite robed, the secretary of the 
conclave, Mgr. Merry Del Val, kneeling, 
offered him the papal white cap amidst 
breathless silence. With a slight smile 
Sarto took the white cap, placed it 
calmly on his head, and dropped the red 
one lightly on the head of Mgr. Merry 
Mel Val amidst a murmur of approval. 
This is taken as a certain indication 
that the nappy recipient is soon to be 
raised to the cardinalate, 

As the new pontiff stepped from be- 
hind the altar the only touch of color 
about him being his red and gold sho 
he really seemed the embodiment of his 
holy office. His face was pale and soft- 
ened by emotion. He paused a moment 
as he came before the expectant card- 
inals, then seated himself on the throne, 
with a hurried movement, as though he 
had suddenly grown weak. His back 
was to the altar and he was enthroned 
to receive the so-called ‘‘first obedience’’ 
of the cardinals. They came forward, 
one by one, some calm and smiling, 
others sober and non-committal, while 
others found considerable difficulty even 
at this hour in concealing their too Ob- 
vious disappointment. All kissed his 
hand and foot, while he saluted each 
on the cheek with the kiss of peace. 
Then all broke into the te deum with 
such effect that scarcely an eye was 
dry. 

Papal Blessing Is Given. 

Pius X then rose, and in a voice at 
first tremulous, but gradually becoming 
full and firm, administered the papal 
blessing to all the members of the sacred 
college. It was received with bowed and 
uncovered heads. 

The fisherman's ring not yet having 
been found, a new one was placed on 
the pontiff's finger as a symbol of re- 
newed power and evidence that the Cath- 
olic church has once more a head. 

In the meanwhile masons and carpen- 
ters had been busy breaking down doors, 
so that the cardinal deacons, together 
with the master of ceremonies and the 
conclavists and many others, might pro- 
ceed to the balcony of St. Peters. When 
the windows on the balcony slowly 
opened and the great gleaming cross 
was seen by the populace below, the 
excitement and impatience heightened to 
the extreme. 

Slowly Cardinal Macchi, secretary of 
the congregation of apostolic briefs, ad- 
vanced and exclaimed in a loud voice: 

“Annumtio vobigs gaudium Magnum 
habemus papem eminentissimum emi- 
nentissimum ac reverendissimum domi- 
num cardinalem, Joseph Sarto, qui sibi 
imposult nomen Pium X.”’ 

Then the bells of St. Peters boomed out, 
as did those of all the churches of Rome, 
giving the glad news to the. world. 

As Cardinal Macchi returned to the 
Sistine chapel after having performed his 
pious duty the new pope :ose and an ef- 
fort to make some kind of procession wags 
made, but Piux X was literally carried 
in triumph to his cell, followed by a 
great concourse and preceded by the 
cross. When he arrived at the door of his 
cel] the pope turged and raising his hands, 
gave his benediction to the assembly, 
which received it on bended knees. ‘ 

Goes To Bless Romans. 

After a short rest, imposed by the fa- 
tigue and emotion of his election, the 
pdpe joined hig court tn the ducal hall for 
the solemn benediction which he “Was 
about to givé to the people of Rome. 

The formal salutations having termi- 
nated the procession was formed. In the 
center was the pontiff in his white roves, 
his figure starting out above those gur- 
rounding him, his’ silver hair gleaming 
under his white cap. He was surrounded 
by the cardinals stil] in their violet robes 
and preceded by the pontifical cross, the 
jewels of which flashed as though they 
also triumphed in Sarto'’g@ success, while 
the conclavists and pretates seemed real- 
ly jubilant in their joy and satisfaction. 

The procession traversed many nagble

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halls until it approached the window look- 
ing into St. Peters. From below rose a’ 
murmur of voices, which, although sub- 
dued: by distance, denoted the presence 
of a large concourse of people. The 
pope was seen to grow pale and then 
turning to Cardinal Nasicerli, who stood 
beside him, he said: 

“Now, I understand the emotion Pope 
Leo always showed when going into St. 
Peters to have the eyes of a great crowd 
focused on him. It is almost terrifying.’ 

Standing in the window, the others hav- 
ing fallen back, he deliberately controlled 
himself and looked across the great basil- 
ica. Crossing himself, Sarto raised his 
hand and in a tremulous voice, he said, 
as 500n. as the cries from below gave an 
opportunity: 

“Auditorium nostrum in nomine Dom- 
ini.”’ 

To which came in reply from these 
thousands of voices the cry: 

“Qui fecit coelum et terram?’”’ 

In a thrilling voice the pope responded: 

“Sit nomen domini benedictum.”’ 

Then raising himself to his full height 
and leaning forward as much as possible, 
he said: 

‘‘Benedicat vos omnipotens Deus,” etc., 
which called forth such applause that 
several minutes elapsed before the pontiff 
could retire. He then drew back and the 
procession reforming, returned to the 
ducal hall. 
window Pius X turned to Monsfgnor 
Bisleti, who happened to be beside him, 
and said: 

“IT shall never again feel just the same 
emotion.”’ 


Cardinals Kiss His Foot. 


This afternoon, before opening the con- 
clave, Piux X repaired to the Sistine 
chapel, in full pontifical robes and wear- 
ing the mitre, where he seated himself on 
the throne which he so little expected to 
occupy, as he left the affairs of the pa- 
triachate at Venice in a certain confu- 
sion. There on the throge he received the 
second obedience, or so-called ‘“adora- 
tion’’ of the sacred college, each cardinal 
kissing his hand and foot ag a sign that 
he acknowledged the new pope's sover- 
elgnty. Meantime the oration super 
pontificem electum was recited in low 
tones. Then the new pontiff rose and ex- 
tending his hands, his powerful and mag- 
nificent yoice, which js much stronger 
than that of the late pope, reverberating 
through the dim chapel, he pronounced 
the apostolic benediction amid profound 
silence. Then the great door of the con- 
clave opened. 

Pope Pius then retired to his cell. while 
the cardinals all left the vatican and re- 
turned to their respective apartments In 
Rome with a feeling of particular pleas- 
ure after their confinement in the small 
rooms of the conclave. In his cell, which 
was very small and dark, the pontiff re- 
ceived the picket of guards on duty, the 
imposing figure of the new pope seeming 
to embellish the modest guryoundings. 
His pontifical robes from a merely hand- 
s0m@ man changed him to a truly stately 
embodiment of tbe Catholic idea, the gor- 
geous robes adding dignity to his person. 
Pope Pius’ benevolent manner is gaining 
him friends from moment to moment. 

How Announcement Was Made. 

The usual large crowd assembled before 
St, Peter at about 10:30 a. m. to await 
the rising of the smoke from the Sistine 
chapel. Hundreds of carriages stood in 
the Dbiistering sun. The colonnades were 
blocked with people,, but even there the 
anxious watchers could scarcely escape 
from the severe heat. 

Minutes sped on and still no smoke was 
seen. When the bells sounded half past 11 
the ministers and others left their car- 
riages and joined the watchers in the steps 
of the basilica. Inside St. Peter many 
also were waiting and the suspense 
bfought thousands running from _ the 
nearby streets, the delay on the fourth 
morning of the conclave being interpreted 
to mean that a decision had at length 
been reached. The troops spread them- 


‘selves across the square and nervous an- 


ticipation possessed all. 

Pt. Peter boomed out the three-quarters 
of the hour and there was still no sign 
either of the smoke or of announcement. 

A second later the great central window 
of St. Peter facing the piazza swung slow- 
ly open, A loud shout arose and all 
rushed madly toward the cathedral. At 
the open window half a dozen vatican at- 
tendants appeared. Sunddenly there broke 
Out into the fierce sunlight a gorgeous 
banner, bearing a cardinals’ arms. Rein- 
forcements of troops crossed the piazza 
at the double. then closed their ranks 
and held back many who strained every 
nerve to get close to the window. 

The tension was soon relieved. Cardinal 
Macchi, carrying a large red bovk, and 
preceded by a glittering cross, appeared 
at the window. A wild shout went up. 
Cardinal Macchi waved both hands for 
silence. In a second a solemn hush fell 
on the scene, broken only by a sharp word 
of command from an officer and tne rat- 
tle wherewith the troops brought their 
rifles to the present. In clear tones Car- 
dinal Macchi read the preamble. the peo- 
nle below meanwhile being searcely able 
to contain themselves until he reached tha 
word “Sarto,” when a terrific roar went 
up. Those out of hearing of the cardinal’s 
voice joined in the acclamation and the 
whole square hecame one mass of men 
and women throwing hats in the afr. 
ehouting and cheering at the top of thels 
voices, 


The Rush Into St. Peters. 

Vainly the cardinal waved his hand for 
silence. Finally tt was quiet enough for 
Cardinal Macchi to nroceed and say that 
the new pontiff had taken the name of 
Pius X. Then with a Ddiessing unon the 
crowd, the cardinal disappeared from the 
window and the attendants quickly drew 
up the banner. 

Those below instantaneously made a 
rush to go into St. Peter and a mad 
scramble ensued from the basilica. Thou- 
sands dashed toward the four huge doors 
and in spite of their width a desperate 
jam occurred in which the women nar- 
rowly escaped injury. Like a roaring 
wave the people swept into St. Peter. 

Still cheering, still waving hats, within 
a pandemonium reigned. Those already 
standing in a position to/see the gallery 
window where Pius X Was momentarily 
expected to appear were hurled back to 
the further end of the nave by the irre- 
sistable pack of those seeking entrance. 

A wheat pit In its wildest moments could 
not compare with the stately nave of St. 
Peter at this moment.

two-thirds, which the laws of the church 
require. One of the cardinals said to the 
representative of the Associated Press to- 
night that he belleved Pius X would fol- 
low the broad lines of Leo’s policy, al- 
though not likely to accentuate it. This 
voices the general feeling here, which is 
one of satisfaction. 
Man of Simple Origin. 

The new pontiff is a man of simple 
origin, and although not a very prominent 
candidate, he had been frequently men- 
tioned as one of the many cardinals who 
might be taken up as a compromise. In 
seVeral respects he resembles his ven- 
erable predecessor, notably in his reputa- 
tion for culture and piety. Having been 
associated with no factions, this fact 
alone won him much favor from foreign 
cardinals, who were without an especial 
candidate. Pius X wag humorously de- 
Scribed as “a country mouse, who could 
not possibly find his way about Rome.” 

Venetians who know the new pope well 
say that he will soon be as much beloved 
as pontiff as he was yesterday as the be- 
loved patriarch of the poor of the Adri- 
atic. In appearance, Pius X Is a very 
handsome man. He has a fine, erect 
figure, despite his 68 years, his face 
greatly resembling that of the late Phil- 
lips Brooks, the eminent Boston divine. 

When he pronounced his first benedic- 
tion today at St. Peters his voice rang out 
with splendid resonance. In every way 
today he showed beyond a doubt that he 
has dignity and personality in keeping 
with the best traditions associated with 
the famous pontiff who for centuries 
have ruled the vatican. 

All the mtmbers of the sacred college 
declare they are very well satisfied with 
the election of Cardinal Sarto, but the 
anti-Rampolla party consider it as their 
special victory. When the first ballot 
was taken it showed that the sacred col- 
lege was divided into two groups, the 
strong one for Rampolla and another 
not quite so strong for Serafino Vannu- 
telli. Tne other votes were scattered, 
but included four for Sarto. 

On the subsequent ballots while the two 
principal parties wera losing ground, 
Sarto gradually gained, drawing strength 
from both sides as well as the neutrals, 
until the ballot on Monday afternoon, 
when his vote had Increased to thirty- 
seven, within six of the necessary two- 
thirds. ¢ 

When the result of this ballot war an- 
nounced in the conclave Cardinal Sarto 
Was 80 Overcome with emotion and so 
touched by the unlooked-for confidence 
reposed in him that he could no longer 
control his feelings, and then, to the 
surprise of all, he broke down, declaring 
that such responsibility and honor were 
not for him, and he must refuse if of- 
fered. Tears rolled down his cheeks and 
he seemed firm in his determination to 
refuse the dignity. He was so palpably 
sincere that consternation reigned in the 
conclave and the cardinals spent the 
whole evening and far into the night 
in convincing him that his election was 
the will of Providence, and that he must 
accept. 

Several times he almost fainted and 
had to be revived by the use of salts. 
He seemed happy, out broken down even 
after all the other candidates had re- 
tired, and on the final ballot he looked a 
statue of resignation when Cardinal Ca- 
setta, as scrutineer, was reading out the 
vote. When forty-two votes had been re- 
corded for the patriarch of Venice, the 
scrutineer arose, lifted his red zucchetto, 
saying: 

‘“‘Habemus pontificem.” ; 

But from many sides cardinals cried 
Out: 

“Continue.’’ 

As the vote approached fifty, however, 
the cardinals, as of one accord, surround- 
ed the new pontiff and, according to tra- 
dition, demanded to know if he would 
accept the pontificate. 

Cardinal Sarto’s lips trembled so that 
he could hardly articulate, but after a 
visible effort he said: 

“If this cup cannot pass me—’’ there he 
paused, but the cardinals around him in- 
sisted that it was necessary for him to 
answer ‘“‘yes”’ or “‘no.”’ 

Thereupon he replied firmly, “I accept.” 

Gibbons on the New Pope. 

Cardinal Gibbons, speaking to a repre- 
séntative of the Associated Press, said 
that the election of Cardinal Sarto had 
produced the best impression in the en- 
tire sacred college, he being a man of 
such piety, tact and culture that he was 
best fitted to be the head of the church 
at the present time. Cardinal Gibbons 
hopes that the coronation of Pius X will 
take place soon, in order that foreign 
cardinals may be able to assist. Others 
think that the coronation may be post- 
poned for three months to a more pro- 
pitious time. 

There is much speculation regarding the 
political attitude of the new pope, inas- 
much as he has not participated in the 

eral affairs of the church during his 
cayeer. The general opinion, however, is 
that he will make no change in the rela- 
tions between the vatican and the quiri- 
nal, except perhaps to render them more 
courteous, inasmuch as he enjoys a‘ per- 
sonal acquaintance with the king and 
members of the royal family. Queen Mar- 
gherita considers him almost a friend. 

One of his first steps certainly will be 
to ameliorate the relations of the vatican 
and France and try to prevent a similar 
struggle against the congregations in 
Spain. He is not credited with being 
particularly favorable to Austria, as he 
still remembers how much his fatherland 
suffered under the domination of that 
country. 

Fius X admires the progress of Roman 
Catholicism in America and considers the 
Tnited States a most fertile field for re- 
ligion. The cardinals mentioned as likely 
to be appointed secretary of state are 
Ferrat, prefect of the congregation of 
bishops, Cavagnis and Vincenzo Vannu- 
telli, bishop of Palestrina. :

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and saluting, the women exclaiming, 
“God bless the patriarch.” 

The new pope used'then to say that he 
did not like to go out of sight of the 
lions of St. Mark, which now he will 
never see again, if, as is almost sure, he 
follows the rule inaugurated by his two 
predecessors, never to leave the vatican, 

In a few cases, in which -he came to 
Rome, on returning. when asked if he en- 
joyed the gorgeougness of the papal cour? 
and the magnificence of the functions, 
Sarto answered: 

“When I am there I feel like a fish out 
of water.”’ ' 

He has very modest tastes, having re- 
tained atmost the same habits as when 
he was a mere curate at Salpazo. He 
Was severe, but wag just. with his clergy. 
There is nothing he dislikes so much as 
publicity, detesting the praise and com- 
pliments of courtiers. Frankness ig an- 
other of his principal qualities, although 
he is somewhat timid. 


New Pope and House of Savoy. 


As the Italians say, he has no harm on 
his tongue or pen. Even so, Piux X 
often wrote truths which were péerhaps 
unpleasant. The relations of Sarto with 
the house of Savoy are well illustrated 
by what occurred two months ago, when 
the king of Italy went to Venice to open 
the international art exhibition. King 
Victor Emmanuel gave orders that the 
patriarch be given precedence over alli 
the local authorities, but Sarto. having 
arrived while the king was speaking to 
the prefect, who is the highest. govern- 
ment official in the province, refused to 
be announced and said he waquid not dis- 
turb his majesty. He remained in an 
ante chamber, affably conversing with 
the generals and admirals gathered there. 

When the king learned of his presence 
he came to receive him on the threshold 
of the chamber and kept him fin conversa- 
tion, accompanying him afte>wards in a 
gondola, while all the seldiers and guards 
rendered Sarto military honors. Naturally 
this does not mean that Sarto, once po 
will fundamentally change the policy tha 
the church has adopted toward the Italian 
state, but, certainly, his personal feeling 
will be favorable to moderation.

Kingstown, St. Vincént, July 10.—(Cor- 
respondence of the Associated Press.)— 
The Sentry publishes an article today 
calling public atterffion to the miserable 
condition of the many sufferers from the 
late eruptions of the Soufriere. 

“The condition of the stricken families," 
Says The Sentry, “who are sick, starv- 
ing and nenniless, excites the pity of the 
hardest heart and fires with indignation 
the minds of thosé who are aware that 
this unfortunate, nay disgraceful, cir- 
cumstance, is the diréct result of the acts 
of a despotic governor in chief, who 
treats with contempt all opinions not In 
accordance with his own. 

“In spite of the advices of men whose 
knowledge of the islands, physically and 
otherwise, placed them in a position to 
be his excellency’s advisors in such a 
matter as the settlement of these people 
On suitable lands, Sir Robert Llewelwyn 
located sixty of the starving families 
on an unhealthy spot of Arnosvale land, 
without placing at their disposal a foot 
of cultivatable land, no rations and at 
@ time of the year when the prospect 
of there being sufficient employment for 
a livelihood was the faintest. 

“The result is that many of these peo- 
ple. weakened by constant hunger, Nave 
fallen easy victims of the malaria that 
lingers tn the stagnant pool near which 
they have been lodged. Nor are these 
the on]y~people deprived of the human 
@eomforts which belong to them out of 
the relief! funds that were subscribed 
Dy a sympathizing world on their -behalf. 
Others, ‘though better located, are also 
@euffering from want of food, the emploéy- 
ment afforded on the estates near by be- 
ing inadequate to keep them, and there 
Sre, until now, 
half-naked laborers still living under the 
temporary shelters at Colonnaire, and 
under dirty, tattered tents which were 
erected in the center of Barroulic for 
over twelve months. These temporary 
geheliters are harbingers of disease and 
immorality. In the face of this misery 
a sum of $125,000 to the credit of the 
Soufriere relief fund was recently remit- 
ted from this government to England at 
a cost Sf $1.000 to be invested, it-is said, 
‘for the permanent interest of the col- 
ony,’ as though the work of relieving 
Immediate distress had been completed.”’ 

The Sentry expresse& the hope that its 
exposure of the situation In St. 
may lead to the matter being taken up 
in the British parliament.

Lewis Hayes, the Jackson boarding 
house keeper, testified that Abner Smith 
and Thomas White boarded with him dur- 
ing the term of cOurt in June, 1902, but 
he did not remember whether they were 
up as early in the morning as the hour 
fixed by the prosecution when armed 
men prevented Marcum from leaving his 
home. 

Dodge Banks and Clarence Hadden 
were called to corroborate Jett’s state- 
ment as to his location when Mareum 
was shot.

TO RETAIN SCOTT 
FRUIT MEN WORK 


Resolution Passed at Yester- 
day's Meeting, 


Committee Will Wait on Legislature 
Requesting Higher Salary for 
State Entomologist—Old Of- 
ficers Reelected—Meets 
Next at Tallulah. 


Athens, Ga., August 4.—(Special.)—A de- 
termined effort will be made by the State 
Horticultural Society to keep State En- 
tomologist W. M. Scott in Georgia. Pro- 
fessor Scott has resigned his position to 
accept a position with the government In 
Washington at an advanced salary. 

At the closing meeting of the society 
this afternoon Wade pre- 
sented resolutions which were unanimous- 
ly adopted and with much enthusiasm, 
setting forth the fact that the work of 
Mr. Scott had advanced the fruit indus- 
try In Georgia during the past few years 
as no other agency had done, and that 
he had given to the state service that had 
enhanced the value of one industry mil- 
lions of dollars. The resolutions after 
enumerating the many advantages that 
had come to the state through the work 
of Mr. Scott and setting forth what a 
loss it will be to the fruit industry of the 
State to lose his services just at this time, 
Propose two remedies for the situation. 

Wider the first section of the resolution 
it is decided to send the president of the 
society to Atlanta at once with a com- 
mittee from the association to urge the 
legislature to pass a bill making a suffi- 
cient appropriation to add to the saiary of 
Mr. Scott and provide the necessary as- 
sistants for him. If the effort to secure 
the necessary aid from the legislature 
fails the society will endeavor to apply 
the necessary remedy in its own ranks 
and raise sufficient funds to keep the 
services of Mr. Scott for the fruit in- 
terests of the state.

9f the illegitimate use of money, 
sntertainments oor other questionable 
practices to improperly influence votes, 
Mr. Gray sad: 

“T have not.” He explained that this 
*harge in his editorial wag based upon 
the statement of Messrs, Overstreet and 
Tigner. made updn the floor of the house. 
The entire editorial, he said, was based 
upon the statememts of these two gentle- 
men, as quoted. He said that such prac- 
tices as he had enumerated were, as he 
in@erstood it, embraced in the charge 
»f “‘lobbying.”’ 

Mr. Gray went on to say that based 
pon common report he had no doubt 
there were persons engaged in lobbying 
ipon the measure under consideration at 
he time. He knew nothing whatsoever 
ibOut gt personally, as he had not been 
iround.the legislature for @ couple of ses- 
sions; but he had heard this commen 
‘umor and had based this édftorial upor 
his common rumor, taken in ¢onnection 
with the statement of Messrs, Overstreet 
ind ‘Tigner. |

It had been told him that a number 
of men had been in the lobbies and upon 
the floor of the house, and had talked 
with members attempting to influence 
them to vote for or against certain meas- 
ures. He repeated that he knew nothing 
personally about such attempts, 

He believed it would be possible to find 
Who these men were and what were their 
business with members. 

Senator Davis asked about éditorials 
last year in which it was asked that the 
“third house’ adjourn. Mr. Gray said 
these were written during the pendency 
of the franchise tax bill, and there wag 
much talk of.men being here represent- 
ing corporations which were opposed to 
the passage of the bill. 

“Can you give us the names of any of 
these gentlemen?’’ asked Senator Davis. 

Mr. Gray said he could have done ¢o 
at the time, but as he had not specially 
charged his memory with the names and 
felt he could not give these names at 
this time. 

Mr. West then directed the inquiries 
toward the publication of an articles sign- 
ed by certain county school commission- 
*rs In opposition to the passage of the 
bill providng for state uniformity. Mr. 
Gray said this was paid for, his recollec. 
tion being that the money was paid by 
a Mr. Farley, of Harris county. This 
was paid in cash, not by a check. He 
understeod there were a number of county 
school commissioners in the city at the 
time. 

Asked generally whether he would name 
fames in connection with the reports of 
lobbying or improper practices about the 
legislature, he said he would very much 
prefer to name no names. He thought 
it wowid be easy for the committee to get 
these names. 

Mr. Overstreet Insinuates Much. 

Because of his presence in making 
charges of lobbyism on the floor of the 
house, much interest was felt by the 
members of the committee and spectators 
in the testimony of Representative Over. 
stret, of Screven. Mr. Overstreet, in 
the course of his testimony, sald he did 
not know of his own knowledge of any 
case of lobbying.as it is defined in the 
criminal code, but he had since coming 
to the legislature noted certain things 
which convinced him that there had been 
improper practices. 

He began by referring to the race for 
He said 


most active in support of Speaker Morris; 
that this had been shown about the ho- 
tels and at the capitol. He felt cure that 
the influence of Judge McWhorter and 
the interests he represented had been an 
important factor in deciding that con- 
test.

Then Mr. Overstreet told of having 
come up on the train with John Foy, of 
the firm of E. E. Foy Manufacturing 
Company, at Egypt, Effingham county, 
which operates with convicts, who had 
toia him he was coming to Atlanta to 
see how the convict matter was settled. 
While the vote was being taken, he had 
seen Mr. Foy in the house, evidently 
@iacussing the matter with members. 
Among these was Hon. Morgan Rawls, 
member fram Effingham county, who had

“Unless I'm badly mistaken,” 
sald the witness, ‘he was approached by 
a man named Jim Pinglish, who talked 
with him; ar] from the rather familar 
style in which he addressed Steed, calling 
him off to one side, I think he was con- 
gratulating him upon the way things had 
gone in the house. Unless [ am mistaken, 
T B. Felder approached him @t the 
same time. I have seen Steed and Eng- 
lish talking in the lobby of the house, If 
I am not mistaken,” he continued, ‘‘Eng- 
lish was about the house at the time the 
vote was taken. I think he stuck his 
head in the door about the time the vote 
was announced. 

“Tf IT am not mistaken,” continued Mr 
Overstreet, reverting to the, last session, 
“Mr. Ellis was much about the capital 
at the time the franchise tax act was un- 
der consideration. I notice he has been 
selected by one of the railroads to repre- 
sent it In the arbitration o? its franchise 
tax assessment.”’ 


A Visit to Lithia. 

‘“Tast Saturday evening,” continued Mr. 
Overstreet. “I was informed that 7. a 
Felder had invited several members of 
the legislature to be his gues(s over Sun- 
day at Lithia Springs. I went up there. 
As I paid my bt!) T noticed these names 
on the register: W. E. Steed, W. i. En- 
nis, Clarence Wilson, Clem Dunbar, J. 
H. Boykin, W. A. Woaten and . ie 3 
Felder, Jr. As I paid my Dill I put my 
finger on Felder’s name and asked the 
clerk if he was not setting the boys up 
and paying their expenses. The clerk 
said he was.”’ 

Senator’ Hopkins read from the speech 
of Mr. Overstreet, made the other day 
on the floor of the house, and asked if 
represented what he had 
said, and whether the facts he had cited 
formed The basis for his charges. 

Mr. Overstreet said that these charges 
were based on most of what he had 
stated—he had, of course, known nothing 
about the Lithia Springs trip as that 
had not occurred—and upon what a ‘'ma- 
jority of the best men of the house’ had 
said to him about their being convinced 
that Improper practices were going on. 
“And I thought,’”’ he added, ‘‘that if this 
sort of thing was going on, it was a 
damned outrage; and that we should not 
sit quietly and permit such practices— 


|} and I think so yet." 


Mr. Overstreet suggested to the com- 
mittee the names of a number of mem- 
bers of the house and others whom he 
thought ought to be sumnioned before 
the committee. He said he would like 
very much to be present when they were 
examined as what he had said was likely 
to make some of them mad and he want- 
ed to be there when they testified. Chair- 
man Hopkins replied that the meetings 
of the committee were open to the pub- 
lic and Mr. OVerstreet had the same right 
to be there that anybody else had. It 
would be showing no special considera- 
tion to the gentieman from Screven to as- 
sure him of his right to be present. 

Overstreet’s Little List. 

Mr. Overstreet then read to the com- 
mittee the following names of gentiemen 
whom he thought ought to be summoned:

George, of Morgan, and Mayson, of De-

of Effingham; Bartow Willingham, of 
Forsyth; R. M. Hitch, of Savannah; 
James Bagwell, county school commis- 
sioner of Gwinnett; Representatives Pey- 
ton, of Habersham; Bowen, of Wilcox; 
Johnson, of Clinch; Wnderwood, of White; 
Knight of Berrien; Moses, of Coweta, 
and Philips, of Jefferson; and the fol- 
lowing county school commissioners, 
whose names appeared as appended to a 
printed argument against the uniformity 
of school books bill: M. B. Dennis, of 
Putnam: M. L. Duggan, of Hancock; F.

Mr. West asked Mr. Overstreet whether 
he saw any or all of these county school 
commissioners or other similar officials 
in the house at the time the school books 
bil] passed. 


Others Suggested. 

“Tl saw a number of men who appeared 
to be fighting the bill,” was the reply. 
‘T heard a number of men say they were 
lobbying against the bill, but I did not 
know any of them myself.” 

Replying to a question of Senator Da- 
vis, he sald he did not Know either Jake 
Moore or Ben Pearson personally. 

Mr. Overstreet added that in suggesting 
the names of the members of the house 
and others he had not intended to reflect 
upon them personally, but he thought the 
committee might get information from 
them. 

Then he added that there was another 
man whom he had seen much about the 
house, but he had not mentioned him in 
this connection for the reason that he 
was not sure but the rules of the house 
gave him the privilege to be there. That 
was ex-Speaker John Little. 

“Was he there while the book bills 
were under consideration?’ asked Mr. 
West. 

Mr. Overstreet sald he could not say as 
to that. Some discussion of the right of 
a former speaker to the floor followed. 
A copy of the rules of the house was ob- 
tained and from this the conclusion was 
reached that the privileges of the floor 
extend to former speakers without the 
formality of special invitations. 

As Mr. Overstreet concluded his testi- 
mony, he turned to Mr. Slaton and said, 

“I have seen your partner around the 
lobbies, too.’’ 

“My parfner?’’ asked Mr. Slaton, in 
surprise. ‘“‘Why my partner has never 
been up at the capitol in his life. I doubt 
if he would know the way. You must be 
mistaken.’’ 

‘Isn‘t your. partner 
asked Mr. Overstreet. 

“Oh no,’ quickly responded Mr. Sla- 
ton. “My partner is Mr. Philips. Mr. 
Spalding is Mr. Little’s partner. Don't 
you make a mistake like that.” 


Mr. Bawls, of Effingham. 

There was a good deal of talk over this 
question of the abuse of the technical 
rules of the senate and house relative to 
privileges of the floor. The next witness, 
Mr. Rawls, of Effingham, one of the 
veteran members of the house, was asked 
by Mr, Hawes with regard to the pres- 
ence of outsiders. He replied that not in 
a long time had there been an observance 
of the rules which required the formal ex- 
tension of the privileges of the floor. He 
himself and most other members, so fur 
as he. knew, made a habit of inviting 
whomever they pleased upon the floor of 
the house. This was the usual thing. 

Mr. Rawis said he had no knowledge 
of lobbying or improper practices. He 
said he had been asked at home to vote 
against the uniformity’ text-book bili, 
but the request had in no way influenced 
his action nor did he regard it at all im- 
proper. Being questioned especially con- 
cerning hig fellow county man, Mr. Foy, 
eentoned in Mr. re ob

he said he had seen’ Mr. Foy on the 
floor of the house, but had no conver- 
sation with him at the time about con- 
vict legislation. He had talked over the 
whole matter with many citizens of his 
eounty before coming to Atlanta, Mr. 
Foy’s father among others; but he be- 
lieved he was more positive in his views 
than any of those with whom he had 
talked. He said that Mr. Foy was not at 
all dependent upon the convictahe work- 
ed at his place and that in his opinion it 
made very little difference to the Foys 
What bill passed. He did yot think Mr. 
John Foy was working for or against 
any particular measure while he was 
here. 

“Did he make any effort to influence 
you?” asked Senator TParrell. 

“Not a particle,” was the prompt re- 
Sponse. “I think I exerted more influence 
over him than he did over me.” He re- 
peated that he knew of no man being im- 
Properly influenced and of no effort to 
improperly influence any one. 


Mr. Jones Explains. 

Hon. E. R. Jones, of Dougherty, denied 
all knowledge of anything that could be 
called lobbying, either in the legal or tha 
broader sense. He asked the privilege of 
making a statement which might in a 
Sense be deemed exculpatory, in view 
ofethe criticisms that had been made 
against him for this position upon the 
convict bills. He had been censured, he 
said, for his vote. He had voted for the 
Felder bill as long as that was before 
the house. Then he had voted for the 
Candler substitute to give it place, but 
after he had done so he had talked with 
friends In the house who told him he had 
voted wrong from the standpoint of the 
interests of his constituents. He had in- 
vestigated. Taking into consideration 
the apportionment of convicts that would 
go to his county and also that the county 
was not now working all its misdemeanor 
convicts upon the roads, but letting out 
some to Cruger and Pace at Albany, he 
had come to the conclusion that the bill 
would not be to the interests of his coun- 
ty. He had, therefore, declined to vote 
when the Candler substitute came. up on 
final passage. For this he had been criti- 
cised and it had been intimated that he 
had iIeft the hall at the instance of others 
to escape a vote. This he said was not 
true, When the speaker had declared 
that those who had not voted must do 
so, he turned to Clarence Wilson and said 
“Let's go out. I refuse to vote.’ Placing 
his arm on Wilson's shoulder, they went 
out together. Instead of Wilson inducing 
him to leave, he had, In fact, induced 
Wilson to go with him. “I am,”’ he add- 
ed, ‘“‘going to vote for the Clements bill, 
being convinced it is for the best inter- 
ests of the state.’’ 

Mr. Jones said the only outside influence 
that had come to his notice was of the 
most innmovent character possible. It 
came in the shape of a letter from Mr. 
Pendleton and other citizens, of Macon, 
urging him to vote for the Vineville ex- 
tension bill. He had also been asked by 
one faction of citizens of Buena Vista 
to vote against a dispensary bill. These 
were purely local matters however, and 
he was certain there was nothing what- 
soever to criticise in such efforts as this 
to give information to members. As for 
himself, he always sought information 
upon local matters and was giad to get it. 

Never Charged Illegal Lobbying. 

Senator Perry said he had no knowledge 
whatever of any lobbying in an illegal 
sense, and he had never charged that 
such had been practiced. He felt sure 
there had been no efforts to induce men 
to their convictions by 
appeals to anything else than their judg- 
ment. “I have no knowledge of any ap- 
peals of an improper character and have 
never so intimated,’’ he said. There is, 
he said, such a thing as legitimate lob- 
byving. He said he had sometimes depre- 
cated this, though he considered this was 
strictly legitimate. He had taken occa- 
sion on more than one instance to refer to 
the advocacy of measures by bright and 
able attorneys, and it may be this has 
been carried too far. “‘But I have never 
known of any illegitimate lobbying and 
have never charged improper methods,”’ 
he added. He was disinclined to impute 
improper motives to anybody. “I have 
sometimes thought,”’ added Senator Per- 
ry, “that the pressing of these matters 
by attorneys has interfered with legisla- 
tion I thought ought to be carried; but 
with the utmost respect to everybody, 1 
say that there has, far as I know, 
been no improper lobbying.”’ 

He said in response to questions asked 
by Mr. Overstreet that he had noticed a 
good many attorneys around the senate 
at the time the franchise bills were under 
consideration, and also during the present 
session, 


So 


Mr. Steed, of Taylor. 

Representative Steed, of Taylor county, 
was questioned by Senator Davis. The 
first question of the inquirer was: ‘‘Do 
you know J W. English, Jr.?"” 

Mr. Steed said he did. Asked whether 
he had ever had a conference with Colo- 
nel English relative to convict legislation 
he said: 

‘No, I have never had anything that. 
could be construed as a conference with 
Colonel English. Upon one or two occa- 
sions we have talked over some feature 
involved in the discussion, but in a purely 
incidental talk, such as I have had with 
very many other gentlemen, some of 
whom agreed with my views on this 
question and some of whom did not. 
About all I recall of my talk with C ‘olonel 
English was his calling my attention to 
the debates in the legislature at the time 
the present lease law was passed, in 1887, 
and to the fact that a number of other 
states have practically the same system 
we have in Georgia. My views upon this 
question have been frequently expressed 
before the house and I think have been 
known for some time.” 

In reply to further questions, Mr. Steed 
said that he knew Colonel English has an 
interest in the present lease, though how 
great an interest he could not say. The 
reports of the prison commission show 
him to be one of the lessees, and every- 
body knows as much about that as he, 
the witness does. He did not remember 
having had any conversation with Colonel 
English upon the floor of the house on 
the Gay the vote was taken on the sub- 
stitute bills, or at any other time. 

With wegard to Representative Over- 
street's statement of his having been met 
by Colonel English at the Kimball an 
that day, after the house had adjourned, 
he said that it was his recollection that 
Colonel English was standing at the en- 
trance ef the Kimball with a number of 
other gentlemen and that he stopped 
him, making some inquiries as to the 
legislative status of the various bills, 
asking whether the action of the house 
in killing the substitue would make the 
Seed bill the next to be considered or the 
bill which had passed the senate. He did 
not remember Colonel English congratu- 
lating him, ag had been described, but he | 
may have extended congratulations upon 
the speech he had delivered that day. 
Some other gentlemen had been so com- 
plimentary as to do this.

that he did not know any of the other 
lessees and could mot, therefore, say 
whether any of them were present or 
not. As to Warden Moore and Transfer 
Guard Pearson, he had seen Mr. Moore 
once this session us he was passing the 
office of the prison commission, but had 
neither seen nor heard of either of these 
gentlemen approaching,any member for 
or against amy measure. He had not 
se€n a member of the prison cOmmission 
about the house except once, and that 
was when General Evans was present 
listening to the address of Chancellor 
Hill, of the University of Georgia. The 
only mention he remembered beijing made 
of Mr. Pearson was when Representa- 
tive Felder called attention to him sit- 
tiaz on a back seat near the door lis- 
tening to the debate. 

Senator Harrell asked: ‘‘Do you know 
of any member of the house or senate 
having been improperly approached by 
any person in behalf of or against any 
measure?” 

“T wish to state with all the positive- 
ness possible,’ said Mr. Steed, “that I 
know of not one single instance of that 
kind.” 
' The Afternoon: Session. 

At the afternoon session the first wit- 
ness called was Representative Black- 
burn, of Fulton. Mr. Blackburn said he 
was present wheg the Steed bill was 
under consideration. Hle had seen Colo- 
nel Jim English at the capitol during 
the consideration of the convict  Dills. 
Colonel English had not spoken with 
him upon the convict measures at that 
time or any other; and he did not know 
of Colonel English talking with any other 
member of the house with a purpose of 
influencing, or attempting to influence, 
his yote upon any measure. He knew 
of no instance since he became a mem- 
ber of the legislature of any member 
of either house being improperly ap- 
proached at any time on any measure, 
With regard-to outsiders occupying seats 
in the house, he sald it was the general 
practice for memberg to invite friends 
inside. 

Mr. George and Judge McWhorter. 

Representative George said he had 
never seen anything that could be con- 
strued as lobbying as defined in the code, 
He said he had no knowledge of any 
practices which might be said to be 
akin to lobbying. He knew nothing of 
his own. knowledge of any members be- 
ing improperly approached. 

With regard to the franchise tax dis- 
cussion, he said that while there were 
a good many people about the house 
at the time, he could not recall who 
they were. He said he always invites 
his friends to his seat in the house. He 
had as many as three in at one time. 
It was the general custom to _ invite 
friends to seats upon the floor. 

Mr. George was positive he had no 
knowledge of anybody being improperly 
approached and had no logical reason 
to suspect that there had been any- 
thing of the sort, ‘“The presence of peo- 
ple mixing with members has been so 
general since I have been a member of 
the legiswemre that I have ceased to no- 
tice it,”’ sald Mr. George. 

Of course, he said, he had been asked 
to vote for or against measures at dif- 
ferent times, but these had at all times 
been proper requests. 

Mr. Overstreet here took a hand at the 
questioning, asking: “Is it not true that 
Judge McWhorter was for Mr. Morris for 
speaker?’ 

Mr. George replied that it was. 

“Wasn't it generally conceded,” asked 
Mr. Overstreet, ‘“‘that the Southern ralil- 
way forces were for Morris?’ 

“Conceded by whom?’ -asked Mr. 
George. “I only know Judge McWhorter 
was for Mr. MoOrrias.’’ 

In response to a question of Mr. Cann, 
he sald it was true that different indi- 
viduals and different interests were work- 
ing for different candidates. 

“T tried hard to get Judge McWhorter 
to support me for speaker,’’ added Mr. 
George. “I thought I had him, too, for 
he had promised me. Btit he gave his 
support to Mr. Morris. I would have 
heen glad to have Judge McWhorter's 
support.”’ 

In response to a question of Mr. Over- 
street, he said he believed he had seen 
W. W. Osborn talking with members 
at the time the Hixon police commis- 
sion bill was under consideration. Mr. 
OverstPeet added that both he and Mr. 
George had voted for that bill. 


Mr. Grice, of Pulaski. 

Representative Grice, of Pulaski, was 
the next witness. He sald he had never 
béen Improperly approached nor did he 
know of anybody else being !mproperly 
approached by outsiders. He said the 
only persons at all interested in pending 
legislation who had appeared upon the 
floor were Judge Kibbee and Mr. Roun- 
tree, who had argued for the payment 
Of old bonds, and Mr, Goetchius, of Co- 
lumbBus, who had made an argument 
against the franchise ill, but he had 
not séen them in actual conversation 
with any member at the time. He had 
also seen former Senator Swift. who he 
understood was interested in cotton mills, 
around at the time the child labor bill 
was pénding. 

With regard to the convict bill. he 
said Mr. Felder had asked him to discuss 
his bill, At his hotel], the Leland, he 
had talked over the matter with Prison 
Commissioner Eason, who was taking 
dinner there with some members of the 
legislatire.. After he had ex»vressed him- 
self as favoring the senate bill, Mr. 
Eason had said he would like to see 
him, Mr. Grice, take charge of that bill. 
He said he thought he had brought up 
the subject during the course of a gen- 
eral conversation. 


Dr. Spence, of Ware. 

Dr. Spence, representative from Ware, 
safd the only time he had been approach- 
ed within his recollection was by a big, 
fat'fellow, whose name he did not recall, 
who had argued against the child labor 
bill. This, he said, was in no sense an 
effort to improperly approach him, but 
was very much on the contrary. It Was 
simply an argument upon the merits of 
the case in which he, the witness, had 
got the better of the argument—so much 
so that the other fellow went off mad, 
Hig said that it was manifest that when 
general measures were pending there were 
many outsiders present, but he had no 
persona! knowledge of any business of 
these gentlemen or their purposes. As 
for himself, all of these outside members 
could not influence him in 40 years. In 
his opinion they ought not to be allowed 
there. The only men he could remember 
were Mr. R. M. Hitch and Mr. Bartow 
Willingham. 

“Has anybody ever attempted to im- 
properly influence your vote?" asked 
Senator Harrell. 

“Well, I should think not,” was the 
prompt reply. “If he had, you would 
have heard of it iong before this.’ 

Senator Harrell asked Dr. F oral st he 
thought any members of the general as- 
sembly can be approached improperly. 

“I don't thing that ts a fair question,” 
responded the gentleman from Ware. 
“And 1 don't care to answer it.’’ He 
added again, however, that he had no 
knowledge whatsoever of any impropcr 
transactions. 

Dr. Spence said he was in the habit of 
seeking information from those he con- 
sidered in a position to give it, and to 
that end he had sought out Commissioner 
Bason and had discussed with him differ- 
ent phases of the convict question. Sena- 
tor Davis brought out that tlils conversa- 
tion, had occurred at the Kimball, Dr, 
Spence said he heard the question

alao whether he knew of a@ny effort to 
influence any member. Questioned as to 
outsiders, he sald when the child labor 
bill was before the house he understood 
there were some outsiders present work- 
ing against the bill, but he could not 
recall their names. Asked to give more 
specific details, he said that one man 
who was make a poll of the house—a 
man whom he did not know and would 
not know if he saw him—had asked how 
he was going to vote.

NO CONTINUANCE 
IN GOEBEL CASE 


Court Decides Against Ju- 
rors of Both Political 
Parties, 


zeorgetown, Ky., August 4.—Among 
those here to testify for the defense in 
the third trial of former Secretary of 
State Caleb Powers is ‘“‘Tallow Dick"’ 
Combs, the colored barber, who is also 
under indictment for alleged complicity 
in the Goebel murder. He is expected to 
contradict Henry E. Youtsey, who is 
serving a life sentence and has become 
a witness for the prosécution. 

The defense today offered affidavits for 
a continuance, supported by a plea in 
abatement to sof behing the records of 
the legislature that unseated W. 8S. Tay- 
lor as governor, and other state officers, 
in favor of Goebel and others, as it was 
upon this authority that the court of 
appeals held the advance pardon of Pow: 
ers by Taylor to be effective. The plea 
held that by going back of legislative 
records the defense could show the par- 
don to be good. 

Commonwealth Attorney Franklin ob- 
jected to filing this plea and Judge Rob- 
bins sustained the objection, stating that 
the court took judicial notice of the 
statements therein. Atterney James Sims, 
for the defense, stated he desired to ten- 
cer tne plea so that the rejection could 
be noted fully and the court consented. 
The defense was allowed to supplement 
its plea with the affidavit of an addition 
witness. Court then took a recess. 


Motion for Continuance Denied. 

After recess the motion for a continu- 
ance was again taken up and discussed. 
The defense claimed it was an injustice to 
the defendant to force him into trial with- 
out his being permitted to get his wit- 
nesses. The court overruled the motion 
for a continuance and allowed the ad- 
mission of depositions of absent wit- 
nesses, excepting in the cases of William 
Sweeny and John Sweeny, Jr., who had 
been summoned as — — Sweeny. ° 

In these instances the court held that 
due diligence was not used in that the 
names of the parties could have been pro- 
cured. 

The sheriff was ordered to summon two 
hundred men from Bourbon county to 
jualify for jury service. TMe defense 
made an effort to have the officers in- 
structed to summon men of both politicai 
parties, but Judge Robbins decided that 
the law gives no such power. 

Court then adjourned.

At a special meeting 
last night the city council consummated 
negotiations with the Cartersville Light

TELLS DETAILS 
OF NEW SCHOOL 


University Bulletin Just Is- 
sued Deals with Pharmacy 
Department. 


Athens, Ga., August 4.—The University 
of Georgia bulletin announcing the pro- 
visions for the school of pharmacy, has 
just been issued, and gives the prospec- 
tus of the new department authorized by 
the board of trustees at their recent ses- 


sion in this city. 

Preparations are being made for a most 
successful opening session of this school, 
and the outlook is that the attendance 
will be very large for-the first year’s ses- 


sion of the school. 

The first sesson of this department be- 
gins September 16, 1903. The time required 
for graduation is two years, although 
the student may enter the senior class 
and graduate in one year by passing the 
required examination on the studies em- 
braced in the junior year course. The 
fees are $87.50 for the first year and $85 
for the second year. This will include all 
laboratory fees. All the departments of 
the university are open to students in 
this department without fees. Matricu- 
lates in this department must be 18 years 
of age and will have to pass after this 
vear an entrance examination in the ele- 
ments of an English education. Appli- 
cants for the degree will have to enter 
not later than October 1. 

The splendid equipment of the univer- 
sity will -be at the disposal of the stu- 
dents in pharmacy. The laboratories are 
excellent and ampie arid at an early date 
a specia] pharmaceatical laboratory will 
be estblished. The school of pharmacy 
will be established in science hall in the 
offices now occupled by the chancellor, 
who will move his offices into the new 
recitation building that is being erected 
on the campus. 

There have been inquiries already from 
more than 150 young men as to this new 
department, and as soon as the bulletin 
is widely circulated these inquiries will 
increase very largely. It Is expected iat 
there will be at least fifty young men 
in attendance upon the opening of the 
schoo] next month.

BOLL WEEVIL 
IN LOUISIANA 


Mexican Pest Appears on 
Experiment Station Near 
New Orleans, 


New Orleans, August 4~—The Mexican | 


boll weevil has made its appearance at 


the experimental station near Audubon 
park, where two acres are under cot- 
ton. 

For several days brokers who have 
been watching the growth of the cotton 
have entertained suspicions that it was 
infested with the weevil In spite of opin- 
ions to the senary from several au- 
thorities, 

The habits and insisnaneniatton of the 
weevil were studied up and the aid of 
Dr. J. Grayville was secured. He ex- 
amined many plants and swcured many 
embryo insects which he developed. This 
morning, on the floor of the cotton ex- 
change, he exhibit+d a bottle full of in- 
sects that every one unhesitagingly pro- 
nounced the real Mexican weevil that 
has proved to be such a scourge in por- 
tions of Texas. 

It is’ supposed that the weevil was 
brought to the city in the seed used in 
planting the tract at the exyperimenjal 
station.

The strongly optimistic figeres for 
southern study that we discussed yes- 
terday we supplement today with a 
‘remarkably clea? and strong article 
from Richard H. Edmonds, of The Bal- 
timore Manufacturers’ Record, printed 
on this page. 

Mr. Edmonds is a journalist of high 
repute for understanding and accu- 
racy.

With our prospects as they are set 
forth in the incontestable ways of the 
artcles we are printing and comment- 
ing upon, the southern people may 
well look forward to a period of un- 
precedented prosperity. 

The Abolition of Vagrancy. 

In another part of The Constitution 
this morning we print the full text 
of the vagrancy bill introduced in 
the house by Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, 
and passed by that body by the signifi- 
cant vote of 117 to 7. 

There has been an emphatic need 
in this state for many years for the 
legislation embodied in the bill. In 
the absence of a clear definition of 
what are the stigmata of a vagrant the 
courts have been powerless to en- 
force a meaningless statute. The po- 
lice of our cities have arrested va- 
grants of the most pronounced charac- 
ter only to see them released when a 
friend lent them a dollar to flash in 
the face of the police judge. That dol- 
lar was a technically legal “visible 
means” of support. 

Under the Calvin bill all that sort 
of technical travesty will be done 
away with and the known or suspected 
vagrant will have to make a good 
showing or bond that he is pursuing 
“a fair, honest and reputable liveli- 
hood,” or will immediately catch up 
with that requirement of good citizen- 
ship. 

The enactment of the law, however, 
will not be enough. Its imposition of 
duties upon the officers of the law 
must be lived up to in order that the 
statute may have its due effects. So 
soon as it becomes a statute, as it evi- 
dently will, every peace officer in 
Georgia should commence the vagrant 
chase and promptly,send before the 
courts every man they can catch on- 
}der any of the finitions of the 
statute. There shquid be no failure 


or oe tamnettee in this matter. The 
whole state, and especially its cities 
and towns, is each of them cursed 
with the presence of both white and 
negro vagrants who live by hook or 
crook, who are either parasites or 
plunderers, and who should be com- 
pelled to find wok or have the state 
find it for them. 

’ Jt. is vain to legislate for education, 
for industries, for exuibits to the world 
of our resources and invitations to 
capital and immigrants and at the 
same time allow communities to be 
burdened with the presence and 
predatory operations of vagrants of 
either high or low degree. 

Every good and progressive interest 
of the state calls for the vigorous en- 
forcement of thic law when it goes on 
the statute book. Such enforcement 
of it here in Atlanta would speedily 
make the city as free of the plague of 
loafers as it is of yellow fever. 


The Sewanee Review. 

One of the more ambitious period- 
icals of the south is The Sewanee Re- 
view, a quarterly magazine of excel- 
lent mechanism, issued from the Uni- 
versity of the South. It has issued 
forty-three numbers and improved 
steadily from its first issue until now 
it is regarded and quoted among the 
standard reviews of the country. 

The Review, upon its present 
foundation, has a magnificent field to 
work over and the best opportunity 
since DeBow’s famous publication to 
do invaluable historic and literary ser- 
vice on account of the south. 

The south is replete with historical 
material worthy of the dignified treat- 
ment and safe preservation that can 
be given to it in the volumes of a 
stated review issuing from an endur- 
ing institution. There are writers in 
the south who could supply such arti- 
cles on great events and giye to them 
the local color and accuracy of setting 
that no foreign author can attain. 

The south is presenting to the Eng- 
lish reading world books of fictional 
and other interests which have already 
attained American and English popu- 
larity. It would be a distinct gain to 
the cult of authorship to have these 
works reviewed by competent authori- 
ties on style, plot and literary con- 
struction, so that readers may be made 
aware of hidden beauties or defects 
in the work and future authors warn- 
ed or encouraged along correct lines 
of composition. 

The Sewanee Review, by giving at- 
tention to these two features, could 
render invaluable service to the lit- 
erary side of southern life and attract 
to itself the interest of tens of 
thousands of scholarly men and 
women in the south who now 
scarcely know of its existence 
and excellencies. These are sug- 
gestions dictated by sincere regard for 
The Review as it is and with the hop: 
that it will become of the full southern 
and international importance that it 
can obtain whenever it will. 


Pius X—The Ardent Man. 

So unexpected was the announce- 
ment of the election of Sarto to the 
papal crown that only the cable ac- 
counts of his personality, career and 
possibilities are at command. But 
they give abundant reason for the first 
faith that the conclave has been led 
to a wise, safe and spiritually pro- 
phetic choice. If this conclusion shall 
be confirmed by following advices the 
whole Christian and political world 
will have reason to congratulate the 
sacred college for a great exhibition 
of courage and conservatism. 

Unless the ancient prophecy is here 
and now to be broken, the ardent man 
has been found and if a divine influ- 
ence has really guided the choice this 
ardent man-will be ‘‘a burning fire” of 
the wholesome sort. Unless, in fact, 
he shall change his nature and record 
as he changes from cardinal priest to 
pope the Roman Catholic world has 
gained a pontiff who will inflame altar 
fires rather than camp fires and ensue 
peace as the field of forces that will 
bring brilliant and lasting victories, 
more to be esteemed than those gain- 
able by reaction and conflict. 

It was a happy event for the church 
when Leo XIII formed and followed 
his great policy of humanity and Chris- 
tian humility to irrevocable circum- 
stances; when he entered into a gen- 
uine vicarship of The Man of Sorrows 
and The Prince of Peace. But a hap- 
pier day to the church will be the yes- 
terday when a great, devout preacher, 
a charitable administrator and icono- 
clast of false images succeeded to 
the tiara of Leo and the world-wide 
opportunities his reign of a quarter of 
a century opened to his successor. 

Pius X evidently assumes his pon- 
tifical name impressed by its own sig- 
nificance rather than from grateful 
and sympathetic feeling with Pius IX. 
His promotions and his strong church- 
ly and personal attachments were all 
with Leo. It is fair to assume that 
two-thirds of the conclave were anx- 
ious to make no selection that would 
initiate a departure from the lines fol- 
lowed by Leo and so the choice gravi- 
tated to one thoroughly imbued with 
the polity and personal aims of: the 
pontiff who has just passed on ahead. 

The character of Pius X appears to 
be one of meekness combined with 
energy, of deep piety allied to policies 
for the uplift and betterment of hu- 
manity. Under the reign of such a 
man the church should move steadily 
forward in favor and freedom, and find 
herself received and respected every- 
where as a communion as active for 
good ag she is ancient of priestly and 
spiritual heritage.

In a conference on religious educa- 
tion at .

The South’s Negro Requirement. 
(From The New York Press.) 

The war department has unearthed a bit of 
forgotten history. When the uncivil war bruke 
out New Orfeans had a negro population of 
26,000, of whom nearly half, or 12.000, wera 
free. The free negro population had been as 


high as 25,000, but the growing excitement , 


had driven many mulattoes and quadroons to 
France. They had French blood in their veine 
and all spoke-the French language fluently. 
Those who remained In New Orleans were gen- 
erally men of property, or mechanics. Some 
had received a good education abroad. Many 
were slave owners. These caught the war fa. 
ver and organized a negro regiment of eight 
companies for the “protection of the south.’’ 
They were under negro officers commissioned 
by the governor and styled themselves the Na- 
tive Guards of Louisiana. 

The south was suspic joug of theae troops, 
and they were never allowed to go to the 
front. Butler called them to arms when he 
held the city and enlisted thera on the federal 
side as the First Louisiana Native (Guards. 
Colonel Bassett wae placed in command, with 
all the other Officers negroes. You remen'- 
ber the familiar ery—‘‘And the colored troops 
fought nobly at Port Hudson.” They were 
the Native Guards. One of the captains, 
Andre Caillioux, lost his life and became the 
hero of the negro soldiers. It is known, of 
course, that in the last day of the confederacy 
Mr. Davis’ cabinet seriously discussed the ad- 
visability of arming the slaves to drive back 
the northern invaders. Mr. Davis himself 
favored the plan, but aba doned it because

"|GROWING PROSPERITY 
OF THE GREATER SOUTH 


Remarkable Review of Southern Statistical Condie 
tions by an Expert Student-- What This Year's 
Cotton Crop Will Bring. 


EARING upon the present satisfac- 

tory condition of the southern 

states, Some figures given in a let- 
ter from Richard H. Edmonds, editor of 
The Baltimore Manufacturers’ Record, 
will be found very interesting. 

The letter. written to John L. Williams 
& Son, of Richmond, follows: 

Baltimore, July 28, 193.—Gentlemen: 
Between 1891 and 1899 the average price 
of cotton was lower than ever before, ex- 
cept during a brief period over sixty 
years ago. From 1860 to 1890 the average 
New York price of cotton had always 
been over 10 cents a pound, with the ex- 
ception of one year; but in 1891 the price 
suddenly dropped and continued to de- 
cline until the average price in New York 
in 1897-18988 was only 6.22 cents and in 
1898-1899 was 6 cents. From these ex- 
ceedingly low and unprofitable figures, 
marking for the farmers of the south just 
such a period as the west some years ago 
endured. when wheat and corn were at 
their lowest point, there was a fair ad- 
vance until in 1901 and 1902 the average 
price in New York was 8.9 cents for the 
former and 8.75 cents for the latter year. 
Under the development of the bull move- 
ment now prevailing cotton is command- 
ing higher prices tham for many years, 
higher than it has averaged for a third 
of a century; but even without regard to 
the bull movement we have the assur- 
ance, by virtue of the statistical position 
of cotton throughout the world, that the 
southern farmers will for the coming crop 
get a higher price than for some years, 
probably higher than for the last ten 
or twelve years. The importance Of this 
in adding tu the south’s prosperity is 
aptly illustrated by a few figures. 

Under the high prices prevailing up to 
1900 the south was receiving for its cot- 
ton and cotton seed only about $350,000,000 
to $375,000,000 a year, much less than it 
had received during the ten years prior 
to 1891, notwithstanding the very great 
increase in the size of the crop. During 
the last three years the south’s cotton 
and cotton seed crops have averaged con- 
siderably over $500,000,000 a year, a gain in 
three years of not less than $400,000,000 
compared with the aggregate of the three 
preceding years. It is safe to estimate 
that this year’s cotton and cotton seed 
crop will during the coming twelve 
months bring to the farmers of the south 
at least $980,000,000, and 80 great has 
been the progress in the development of 
diversified farming, including truck grow- 
ing and fruit raising for northern and 
western markets, that other agricultural 
products of the south will @ggregate not 
far from $900,000,000, or a total of $1,50,- 
000,000 as the outcome of the farming op- 
erations of the south this year. In 190), 
according to the census report, the value 
of the agricultural products of the south 
was $1,271,000,000 against $660,000,000 in 1880. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the cotton 
crop represents only about 40 per cent of 
the total value of the agricultural prod- 
ucts of the south, it is the great money 
crop of the seuth, and its history for a 
hundred years shows that whenever it 
has gold at high prices there has been 
general prosperity throughout the south- 


ern states. During the ten years 
from 1890 to 198, in which low 
prices prevailed, the assessed value 


of the property in the south increased 
from $4,659,000,000 to $5,547,000,000, or a gain 
of $798,000,000, which was less than one- 
half of the gain in the assessed value 
between 1880 and 188, a period in which 
cotton averaged considerably above 10 
cents a pound. Between 180 and 190, 
two years in which fairly profitable 
prices of catton have combined with in- 
dustrial activity to increase the south’s 
prosperity, the gain in the assessed value 
of property has been $460,000,WW, an aver- 
age of $230,000,000 a year against an aver- 
age of $79,000,000 a year for the preceding 
ten years. In other words, the assessed 
value of southern property in two years 
was more than one-half,as much as in 
the ten years from 1890 to 1900. With the 
assurance of much better prices for cot- 
ton than even the fairly Satisfactory 
figures of the last two years, the south is 
preparing to enter upon the most pros- 
perous period in its history, and the next 
ten years is certain, regardless of the ups 
or downs of the speculative market in 


Wall street, to show a greater aggregate 
development in the south than the last 
twenty years. It needs no argument to 
prove this, for increase of population and 
increase of wealth and the development 
which has already been accomplished 
make it a certainty. 

The statistics of pig iron production as 
published in The Manufacturers’ Record 
this week show a total output in the 
southern states for the first half of 1903 
Of 1,693,000 tons agdinet 1,458,000 tons for 
the corresponding period of 1902, a gain 
Of 230,000 tons. On this basis, taking into 
account several new furnaces lately built, 
it is safe to count, even allowing for 
contingencies, that the production dur- 
ing the second half of the year will ex- 
ceed these figures, thus assuring to the 
south an output for the year of not less 


than 3,000,000 tons, nearly one-half of 
which will be the production of Ala- 
bama. In this connection it is interest- 


ing to note that in 1880 the total produc- 
tion of pig iron in the south was 390,000 
tons, and that the total production for 
the entire country in the same year was 
only 38,300,000 tons, or but little more 
than the production of the south the 
present year. In 1880 the output of bi- 
tuminous coal in the United States was 
42,000,000 tons, of which 6,000,000 tons were 
in the south. Last year the south alone 
mined 61,000,000 tons, which was ten times 
its output of 1880 and 60 per cent more 
bituminous coal than the United States 
mined in 1880. What has been done in 
coal and iron but illustrates what is be- 
ing done in the development of cotton 
mill interests and nearly all other lines 
of manufacturing. 

The period between 1880 and 1890 was the 
one in which the south first commenced 
to show the great rebound from the de- 
pression following the overwhelming 
disasters of war and the reconstruction 
period. But the failure of Baring Bros., 
followed by the panic of 1892-3, came 
upon the south before its industrial] in- 
terests had secured a solid foundation, 
and before the world at large believed 
that its coal and iron interests and its 
cotton mills could weather the storm’ of 
a panic and the long depression that 
would follow. For the next ten years, 
notwithstanding the coincident loss by 
réason of th® almost unprecedented de- 
cline in cotton, the south put its man- 
ufacturing interests on a solid basis, 
demonstrating to the world that they 
could live and prosper through the worst 
period of depression and the lowes 
prices» of iron ever known. With this 
demonstration fully made there came 
another period in the material advance- 
ment of the south. The south itself had 
accumulated capital, notwithstanding the 
low price of cotton and the general in- 
dustrial depression; it had accumulated 
experience, and it had established its 
credit througQout the world. With these 
things accomplished, outside capital once 
more sought investment in that eection, 
and for the last three years the south 
has been making very great progress. 
But these three years"have been a ¢on- 
structive period, in which its iron in- 
terests have been overhauled, its -irome-- 
making methods brought up to a par 
with the best furnace practices Of the 
country, its coal-mining and coke-mak- 
ing interests developed, its cotton mill 
interests advanced from an investment 
of $61,000,000 with 1,700,000 spindles in 1890 
to about 8,000,000 spindles with a capita: 
Of $175.000,000 at present. The south is 
now reaping the profit of these great 
interests. Moreover, it is not only at- 
tracting capital from all sections, but it 
is attracting immigration to a larger 
extent than ever before. The world now 
acofiyvs it as the coming section of Amer- 
ica, or as the late Judge Kelly, of Penn- 
sylvania, familiarly known for many 
years as “Pig Iron” Kelly, fifteen or 
more years ago, forecasting this present 
condition of affairs in the south, called 
it “the coming E! Dorado of American 
adventure.” Its material advancement, 
based on the upbuilding of its manufac- 
turing and mining interests and the rap- 
idly increasing development of its agri- 
cultural interests, promMes to tax to the 
utmost the freight-handling facilities of 


all southern railroads.

“ON CONVICT BIL 


t Seems as Far as Ever from 
a Final Setilement 


Test Vote Taken Yesterday Stood 67 
to 74, with Opponents of Lease 
System the Stronger—Comes 
Up as Special Order 
Today. 


Today the house will vote again on 
the convict question, but the prospects 
for a settlement as indicated by a test 
vote yesterday, on a motion to recommit, 
are about as remote as ever. The lines 
are tightly drawn. with the evident ad- 
Vantage somewhat in favor of those 
who oppose the re-enactment of the 
present lease system. 

Mr. Steed, of Taylor, leader of the 
element which favors the present sys- 
tem without material change, made a 
motion that the Clements bill be recom- 
mitted to the penitentiary committee 
‘with instructions to report it back this 
morning, when it is to come up as the 
Special order. 

The speaker permitted debate as _ the 
motion carried with it instructions. Mr. 
Steed then withdrew that part of his 
motion providing for instructions. Mr. 
Felder, of Bibb, renewed the motion in 
Order that he might make an argument 
against it. 
bil ‘back to the committee, claiming 
it would result in delay, and urging that 
it could be perfected just as well in the 
house. 

Mr. Felder then withdrew his motion 
and in order to get in a word Mr. Steed 
had to renew it. He urged that the 
committee could perfect the bill by add- 
ing a-few amendments, and thus save 
- the time of the house. 

it seems an understanding had been 
reached between representatives of both 
sides by which the bill was to be sent 
back to the committee for consideration 
and amendment. Something was said 
‘about reporting a new bill. Whatever 
the cause, it appears the opponents of 
the present system came to the con- 
clusion they would get the worst of it, 
if the matter went again to the commit- 
tee, so they voted solidly against it. 

The vote on the roll call stood 67 to 
recommit and 74 against it. The advo- 
cates of the present lease system voted 
solidly to recommit, while its opponents 
lined up similarly the other way. It 
was very much as stood the first vote 
taken in the house on the convict ques- 
tion. 


Will Fight it All Over. 

The refusal of the house to recommit 
the bill, it was stated yesterday, practl- 
eally removes all possibility of a com- 
promise being reached between the two 
factions. It was expected to patch up 
a partial agreement in the committee 
room, but the foregoing vote seems to in- 
dicate there will be no°such thing as 
getting together. 

And the fact that the advocates of a 
change in the present system, on yester- 
day’s vote, lacked fourteen of a consti- 
tutional majority, on a total vote of 141, 
indicates that there has been practically 
no change in the situation since the de- 
feat of the Steed bill by substitute. Even 
should there be an attendance of 16, 
which is about as large as the house 
ever has, can they get the = additional 
fourteen votes? That is the question 
now confronting them. 

The Candler compromise, which re- 
ceived 86 votes when it was up for pas- 
sage, and the Holder-Shackelford suhsti- 
tute, which wae given 76 votes, will be 
offered as substitutes for the senate 
bill. They may be presented with slight 
amendment or alteration, but they will 
be substantially the same measures as 
the house has already acted on. 

The indications are, therefore, that 
one of the substitutes for the Clements 
bill will be adopted by the house, and 
wfl then be defeated when the vote is 
taken on its passage. This is exactly 
what happened in the case of the Steed 
bin and the Candler compromise. All 
will depend on whether either side can 
advance a proposition that will turn 
enOugh votes to make a constitutional 
majority. 

Bill May Not Pass. 

There has been time enough for ons 
side or the other.to work in this di- 
rection, if there was any possibility of 
securing results, but it would look as 
if almost every member is determined 
in his attitude. 

Should all maintain that attitude the 
house will a perhaps, fail to pass 
any convict bill, with but six more days 
of the present session remaining. And 
with the division unbroken it would 
probably mean no convict legislation at 
this session. That is the danger that 
now confronts the genera! assembly. Its 
failure to act would put the matter up 
to the governor, to whom there would be 
two or three courses open. He could 
call an extra session of the legislature 
with the prospect of its accomplishing 
about as much as it has already done, 
or he could direct the prison commission 
to continue the present lease system un- 
der the law as it now stands until the 
légisiature mighf see fit to make some 
change. The only other course would 
be to tum: the convicts into’the jails, 
which would hardly be considered.

Sanitarium Appropriation of 
$10,000 Passes Upper House 


Special Committee Appointed To 
Visit State Asylum Makes an 
Interesting Report Through 
Senator Van Puren—Other 
Lills Taken Up. 


The first bill to come before the senate 
was that of Mr. Rainey, of Tédrrell, to 
incorporate the Vassar schoo! district of 
Terrell county. This is one of the bills 
creating special schoo] districts, but dif- 
fers considerably from those passed upon 
by the senate committee. Senator Perry 
moved to recommit this bill, contending 
that the constitutionality of this meas- 
ure should be investigated. He referred 
to the large number of such bills that 
were pending. There were three of these 
bills from Terrell county, seven from an- 
other, and eight from another: In this 
latter case the entire county had been 
cut up into these special schoo) districts. 
He said the attorney general was now 
investigating this whole question and it 
would, in his judgment, be unwise tv 
pass these bills until the attorney gen- 
eral could furnish the legislature with 
his opinton as to their constitutionality. 
As for himeelf, he was of the opinion 
that the bills were clearly unconstitu- 
tional, 

Senator Skelton argued in favor of the 
passage of the bill under consideration. 
It was a purely local bill and met the 
wishes of the people of Terrel] county. 

Senator Perry's motion to commit wag 
debated at some length and- finally 
adopted by a vote of 16 to lf. 

Senate bills and resolutions were intro- 
duced as follows: 

By Senator Smith—A resolution author- 
izing the commissioner of agriculturé to 
use not to exceed $500 in repainting and 
refurnishing his offices. 

By Senator Comas—To require rajlroad 
companies and other carriers to equip 
their flat cars used for carrying lumber 
and timber with standards, supports, 
Strips, railings and other appliances. 

Senator Tisinger—To provide for the use 
of the application, and the evidence there- 
to attached, of any maimed or wounded 
soldier on file in the office of the com- 
missioner of pensions, as competent tes- 
timony of enlistment and service per- 
formed as a soldier, for any confederate 
soldier who may apply for a pension as 
an indigent confederate soldier, and who 
at the time of filing his application was 
drawing a pension from the state as a 
majmed and wounded, or wounded, con- 
federate soldier. 

The senate passed the local house bill 
of Mr. Richardson, of Houston, provid- 
ing a new charter for the town of Byron. 


For the Sanitarium. 

The house bill providing for the ap- 
propriation of $15,000 to the State sani- 
tarium at Milledgeville for necessary re- 
Pairs and improvements was passed. 

The svecial committee appointed to visit 
the State sanitarium at Milledgeville 
made its report through Senator Van 
Buren, chairman. In eoncluding the re- 
port, the committee says: 

“The board of trustees in the report 
rendered to Governor Candler on Sep- 
tember 18, 1902, estimaited that an appro- 
priation of $540,000 for 1908 would enable 
them to care for 3,100 inmates, basing 
these figures upen an annval per capita 
cost of $109.68. The legislature appro- 
priated $26,000), from which it was speci- 
fied should be paid the salary of the 
superintendent and the salaries and ex- 
penses of the trustees, these being items 
which had hitherto, for many years, been 
provided for in another appropriation. 

“From the report submitted to Gover- 
nor Terrell on May 2 of this year, we 
learn that the number of patients then 
in the institution was 2,716, and that as 
soon as the new buildings were furnished 
and equipped with the present appropria- 
tion only 265 additional patients could be 
cared for. On July 11 we find that the 
number had increased to 2,822, but in 
order that some of these might be re- 
ceived, in many reoms kk has Seen neces- 
sary to place two patients. This is a 
very undesirable proceeding, and it is 
hoped that the new buildings can soon be 
eecupied and the patients furnished with 
proper accommodations 

“With the new quarters equipped, how- 
ever, while there will be ample room for 
all applicants (and there are now on file 
470 applications) yet with the present ap- 
propriation for maintenance, only 159 
more could be received. 

“What disposition shal] we make of 
the other 311 unfortunates whose earlv 
admission may, in many inetances, he 
the means of restoring reason, while de- 
lay and failure to receive proper treat- 
ment can only tend to hopeless insanity? 
Thia is a condition which we, ag the 
state’s representatives, have to meet. and 
your committee can only hope that it 
will be dealt with in that broad an@ lib- 
eral spirit which marks true statesman- 
ship. If every member of the legisla- 
ture could visit this grand institution, 
we feel confident that the result would 
be almost perfect unanimity in granting 
everything asked for by those who now 
have it in charge.”’

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STATE GOSSIP CAUGHT 
IN CAPITOL CORRIDORS 
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HE question of the attitude of the 

various book companies on the uni- 

form text-book bill was brought 
forward,in the house yesterday when Mr. 
Wilson, of Clay, chairman of the com- 
mittee that filed the minority report 
against the bill, arose to a question of 
personal privilege and said: 

‘Tt hag been reported to me that one 
of the authors of the uniform text-book 
bill made the statement on the floor 
of this house that the minority re- 
port on this bill was prepared by a book 
concern. I desire to state that the minor- 
ity committee was not at any time in 
conference with any book concern. That 
report was prepared by a member of 
this house fully competent to write it, 
and I am ready to present his name, 

“The statement was probably made for 
the purpose of influencing the action of 
the house in favor of this bill. I wish to 


say that there were more book concerns 
urging the passage of this measure than 
there were opposing it, and their repre- 
sentatives were here on the floor of this 
house when that measure was up. I do 
not say that they influenced the vote 
of any member, but I do say there were 
more book companies favoring this meas- 
ure than were opposing it. 

“The minority report was prepared by 
the gentleman from Putnam.”’ (Mr. 
Adams.) 

In reply to a question from Mr, West, 
of Lowndes, Mr. Wilson said the gentle- 
man from Putnam had told him the state- 
ment he referred to had been made by 
the gentleman from Lowndes, 

“Tt did not say the minority committee 
did not prepare the minority report,”’ said 
Mr. West. ‘“‘WhHAt I did say was that 
there were several paragraphs in fhe 
statement against the bill prepared by 
the county school superintendents which 
were almost identical with paragraphs in 
the minority report. But I did not say 
the minority report was prepared by a 
book concern.” 

Mr. Wilson admitted that there were 
similar statements in the two documents, 
a fact in Which there was no impropri- 
ety whatever. 

“Te the gentleman from Lowndes dis- 
claims the statement to which Y referred, 
there is nothing further between us,” 
said Mr. Wilson , 

Mr. West repeated that he had found 
about six paragraphs in the minority 
report which were almost identical with 
statements in the protest prepared by the 
county schoo] commissioners. Both doc- 
uments bore the footprints, he sad, of the 
same author. 

“Then there is no difference between 
us,’ Mr. Wilson said. ‘“‘The gentleman 
from Putnam had a perfect right to use 
those statements. All I want to make 
clear is that no book concern had any- 
thing to do with that minority report.’ 

Mr. West said, in further reply to Mr. 
Wilson, that from 1892, when he first 
introduced the uniform text-book Dill, 
up to 1899, there was not a book concern 
favoring the bill. There are some com- 
panies which advocate it now, he said, 
but there were none that he knew of at 
the time stated. 


Calvin’s Vagrancy Bill. 

One of the most interesting measures 
that has been dealt with at the present 
session of the legislature is the vagrancy 
bill by Mr. Calving of Richmond. This 
measure, which materially amends the 
present vagrancy laws, recently passed 
the house by a vote of 117 to 7, and, it 
is said, it will pass the senate with ittle 
difficulty. 

The text of the Calvin bill 
lows: 

A bill to be entitled an act to amend 
section 453, volume 3 of the.code of Ils%o, 
which section defines vagrancy and de- 
clares which class of persons shall be re- 
garded as vagrants—by designating an- 
Other class of persons as vagrants; by 
striking in its entirety paragraph second 
of said section, lines 14 to 26, both inclu- 
sive, beginning wit | the words, ‘‘Any per- 
son may arrest’’ ind ending with the 
words ‘‘for one year,’ and substituting 
in Heu thereof a ragraph providing a 
speedier method of pointing out and ar- 
resting persons alleged to be vagrants, 
and proscribing a more specific procedure 
and punishment in all cases contemplat- 
ed by this act, and for other purposes. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of Georgia, and it is hereby en- 
acted by the authority of the same, that 
from and after the passage of this act, 
section 453, volume 3 of the code of 1595, 
be and the same is hereby amended by 
designating another class of persons as 
vagrants; by striking, in its entirety, 
paragraph second of said section, line 14 
to 2%, both inclusive, beginning with the 
words “Any person may arrest’ and 
ending with the words ‘for one year,’ 
and substituting in lieu thereof a para- 
graph providing a speedier method oi 
pointing out and arresting persons al- 
leged to be vagrants, and proscribing a 
more specific procedure and punishment 
in all cases contemplated by this act, so 
that said section, thus amended, shall 
read as follows: 

Vagrants are: 

1. Persons wandering or strolling about 
in idleness who are alfe to work and 
have no property to support them. 

2. Persons leading an idle, immoral or 
profligate life, who have no property to 
support them, and who are able to work 
and do not work. 

3. All persons able to work, having no 
property to support them, and who have 
no visible or known means of a fair, 
honest and reputable livelihood. The term 
‘visible and known meaus of a fair, 
honest and reputable livilihood,” as used 
in this section, shall be construed to 
mean reasonably continuous employment 
at some lawful occupation for reasonable 
compensation or a fixed and regular in- 
come from property or other investment 
which income is sufficient for the sup- 
port and maintenance of such vagrant. 

4. Persons having a fixed abode, who 
have no visible property to support them 
and who live by stealing or by trading 
or bartering stolen property. 

5. Professiona] gamblers living In idle- 
ness. 

6. All able bodied persons who are found 
begging for a living or who quit their 
houses and leave their wives and children 
without the means of subsistence. 

7. That all persons who are able to work 
and who do not work, but hire out their 
minor children and live upon their wages, 
shall be deemed and considered vagrants. 

It shall be and is hereby made the duty 
of the sheriff and constables in everv 
county, the police and town marshals or 
other like officials in every town and 
city in this state to give information un- 
der oath to any officer now empowered 
by law to issue criminal warrants of all 
vagrants within their knowledge or whom 
they have good reason to suspect as 
being vagrants, in their respective coun- 
ties, towns and cities; thereupon the 


is as fol- 


said officer shall issue a warrant for the 
apprehension of the person alleged to be 
a Vagrant and upon being brought before 
him the said officer and probable cause 
be shown, shall bind such person over to 
any court of the county having juris- 
diction In misdemeanor cases. 

If, upon a trial before a jury sworn to 
inquire whether such person be a va- 
grant or not, the fact of vagrancy be 
established, the said vagrant shall be 
bound in. sufficient security, in the dis- 
cretion of the court, for his future indus- 
try and good conduct for one year. Said 
bond shall be payable to the court.. Upon 
such vagrant’s refusal or failure to give 
such security, the said vagrant shall be 
punished as for a misdemeanor. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that all laws and parts 
of laws-in conflict with this act, be and 
the same are hereby repealed. 


For the Exposition. 

The seagate committee on appropriations 
at its meeting yesterday decided to re- 
port favorably the St. Louls exposition 
resolution, carrying an appropriation of 
$30,000, and this is made a special order 
for today. Senator Tisinger argued 
against the appropriation but the com- 
mittee was almost unanimously for it.

Only Hog Bill and Borrowing 
Resolution Specialized 


Hall’s Bill “To Restore Right of 
Trial by Jury’ Defeated After 
Warm Debate—Effort To 
Get Steering Committee 
Again Turned Down. 


The house of representatives let go 
another hour and a half yesterday is 
an apparently useless discussion ovez 
the question of appointing a steering 
committee to fix the order of bsuiness 
for the remainder of the session. 

As before the house sat down squarely 
on the proposition and there will be no 
steering committee. The house is evi- 
dently afraid of it. Some of the mem- 
bers who most strenuously opposed it 
said they did so because they thought 
it would give the speaker too much 
power, or that the committee would steer 
no bills forward except such bills as 
members of the committee were interest- 
ed in. 

What is more there will be very few 
special orders. As soon as the house had 
disposed thus summarily of the steering 
committee proposition, resolutions recom- 
mending special orders were put up and 
knocked down like the proverbial man of 
straw. First came the bill proposing to 
make an appropriation to complete the 
Winnie Davis memorial, a dormitory at 
the state normal! school at Athens. But 
down it went, the house refusing to take 
it up out of its regular order. 

Several other special order resolutions 
suffered. a similar fate, until one was 
reached relating to the resolution by Mr. 
Reid, of Campbell, authorizing the gov- 
ernor to borrow not exceeding $200,000 to 
supply casual deficiencies in the state’s 
revenue. The house was about ot ad- 
minister the same treatment to this res- 
olution, when someone said: 

‘Il would cal! the attention of the house 
to the fact that unless this resolution 
is passed we may not get our salaries 
next year, since the governor will have 
to borrow the money to pay them.” 

This put the matter in an entirely new 
light and the resolution was adopted 
by a vote of 95 tot 14. Mr. Reid's resolu- 
tlon was fixed as a special order upon 
the convening of the afternoon session, 
when it was taken up and promptly pass- 
ed by a vote of 9% to 1. 

This resolution is passed at each session 
and simply authorizes the. governor to 
exercise the constitutional provision to 
supply casual deficiencies in the state's 
revenue by borrowing to the extent of 
200,000. 


Against Hogs at Large. 

Strangely enough the house also con- 
sented to set as a special order the bill 
by Mr. Yates, of Catoosa, to prevent 
hogs from running at large, and it will 
be considered today immediatetly after 
contested local bills have been disposed 
of.

Today following the disposition of the 
convict bill, the house consented to take 
up contested loca] bills, to each of which 
will be given twenty minutes for consid- 
eration. There are several of these, most 
of them relating to dispensaries. 

Beginning tomorrow debate will be“lim- 
ited. Each speaker will be allowed only 
ten minutes, and only thirty minutes will 
be given to the consideration of any one 
measure. Saturday is the last day on 
which any measure can pass the house 
and get through the senate, because only 
three days of the session will then be 
left. 


To Abolish Insanity Trials. 

The house passed the bill/by Mr. Sla- 
ton. of Fulton, to abolish insanity trials 
under certain circumstances, by a vote of 
98 to 31. This bill provides that where a 
person has been convicted of a capital 
offense and sentenced, he shall not have 
the right to plead insanity at the time of 
the commission of the crime, thereby se- 
curing another trial. The question of sub- 
sequent insanity may be determined by 
inquiry, if the governor thinks the cir- 
cumestnaces warrant it. The bill contains 
a provision making it inapplicable to any 
case pending at the time of its passage. 

Another bill passed by the house, 99 to 
*), was by Mr. Booth, of Walton, to pre- 
scribe the qualifications of jurors. The 
object’ of this measure is to prevent a 
person from serving as a petit juror at 
two successive terms of court. 

The house killed a bill by Mr. Walker, 
of Monroe, to provide for the payment of 
fees of court officers in certain cases. The

The bill re- 
ceived only 44 votes, just one-half of a 
constitutional majority.

Owen, of Pike, to refund %0 to the bank 
of Barnesville which was paid to the sec- 
retary of state for a charter which was 
never secured. 


Roster of Soldiers. 

By a vote of 124 to 9 the house agreed 
to and passed a bil) by Mr. Carswell, of 
Wilkinson, appropriating $5,000 for the 
purpose of preparing a roster of Geor- 
gia’s soldiers and sailors who took part 
in the war between the states. There has 
been a crying need for such a roster, 
and it has been frequently recommended 
by various state officers. The presént 
records are far from complete, not haif 
the names of Georgia's soldiers being on 
file in the adjutant general's office. 
Commissioner of Pensions J. W. Lindsey 
has urged the compilation of such a fros- 
ter to aid in the important work of the 
pension department. Such a roster would 
show just who are entitled to pensions 
and would, it is said, result in trimming 
down the pension rot} considerably. 

Governor Candler has now in charge 
the work of preparing this roster, which 


will be published by the United States/ 


government when it is completed. Up to 
the present time no appropriation has

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been made for paying the expenses of 
this work. It is expected it will pass the 
senate without material objection. 


Trial by Jury. 

The afternoon session of the house was 
enlivened by discussion upon two bills by 
Mr. Hall, of Bibb, designed to curtail 
the power of judges in the matter of di- 
recting verdicts in certain cases. 

One of these bills proposed to repeal 
section 5331 of the code which gives judges 
the right to direct a verdict where there 
is no conflicting evidence, and where the 
evidence demands a particular verdict, 
The other bill proposed to amend section 
4334 of the code so as to make it error for 
any judge to express an opinion on the 
evidence or to direct a verdict under any 
@ircumstances. 

The aye and nay vote was taken on the 
first bill with the result that it was lost 
by a vote of 75 to 50, lacking 13 votes of 
a constitutional majority. Mr. Hall gave 
notice of a motion to reconsider, and on 
his mofion the other bill was tabled. 

Mr. Hal] made a vigorous speech in 
support of his two measures which, he 
declared, were intended to restore in fact 
the right of trial by jury.

Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, made a strong 
argument against the bills. Mr. Slaton 
said hé would view with suspicion a Dill 
to establish the truth of the Lords 
prayer, Similarly a bill with such a title 
as this proposing “‘to restore the right of 
trial by jury,”’ weuld make it appear that 
no sucn thing as the right of jury trial 
now existed. The right of jury trial is 
now as sacred as it can be made, Mr. 
Slaton declared. The only object of the 
present law, ne said, is to prevent bur- 
dening the courts with cases in which 
there is no possible merit and in whicil 
there could be but one result. No one 
had ever heard of a judge usurping power 
under these sections of the code. Mr. Sta- 
ton said he would ever defend the honor 
and integrity of the judiciary in whom the 
people had such great trust. 

The previous question was called and 
the favorable report of the committee 
agreed to. The time allowed the chairman 
of the general judiciary committee toe 
support the committee report, was given 
to Mr. Hall, who made another appeai 
for the passage of his bills. 

Mr. Hal} declared the codifiers had no 
right to put section 5331 in the code, be- 
cause it was not a principal of the com- 
mon law, the gentleman from Fulton to 
the contrary, notwithstanding. No judge 
in England has the power to direct a ver- 
dict, as the gentleman from Fulton had 
stated, Mr. Hall asserted. There was con- 
siderable sparring, numerous questions 
being fired at Mr. Hall by Mr. Slaton 
and others. He hid his heart set on 
these measures and appealed with much 
earnestness for their paSsage. 

The vote was taken at the conclusion of 
his argument with the result that the bill 
was lost as stated.

DEATH OF OLD SEA CAPTAIN. 


Captain Walker of Old Dominion 
Line Passed Away Last 


Tuesday. 

Captain George M. Walker, late of the 
Old Dominion Line, died at his residence, 
No. 8&9 Union street, Brooklyn, on Fri- 
day morning, aged 77. On his retirement 
from active life, he was the oldest cap- 
tain sailing out of the port of New York. 
He was born at sea in July, 1826, his fa- 
ther being captain of the British brig 
Fox. In his early career he sailed in the 
Humboldt, of the New York, Southamp- 
ton and Havre Steam Ship Company, 
then on the Washington, the Franklin 
and the Arego. He then became captain 
of the Fulton and carried stores to Port 
Royal during the war in the sixties. He 
captured the Margaret and Jessie, block- 
ade runner, and later another blockade 
runner, the Banshee, off Wilmington, Del. 
The cargoes of these two 
sold for $520,000. Later Captain Walker 
commanded the Raleigh, Niagara, Albe- 
marle and innumerable others well known 
steamers. While on the Albemarle he re- 
ceived a gold medal for rescuing the crew 
of a wrecked schooner. 

He lead an exceedingly active life and 
retained to the very last years of his 
seafaring life his mental and physical 
faculties. He was held in high esteem 
hy all the officers of the Old Dominion 
Steamship Company, with whom he was 
connected for so may years and was 
respected by all who came in contact 
with him.

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WILL RISK LIFE AND LIMB 
IN AN ATTEMPT TO SWIM 


Another athlete has developed the cour- 
age to attempt to swim the Niagara 
rapids, the waters that dashed out the 
life of brave Captain Matthew Webb, the 
English switmmer, who tried.to breast 
them several years ago. He is J. W. 
Glenister, a New Yorker, born in that 
city twenty-elght years ago. The attempt 
will be made next month on a day be- 
tween the Sth and 16th, the exact date 
being withheid to prevent police interfer- 
ence, 

If records count for anything, Glenister 
has one that bespeaks him as possessed 
of skill and sand, but he is contemplating 
a feat that will require all of the puali- 
ties he has and more, too. He feels con- 
fident of his ability and strength, and 
with .wo weeks’ training believes he will 
be fit to take the water. 

“Il Know that Webb lost his life in the 
attempt to swim the rapids,” said Glenis- 
ter today, ‘“‘but I am confident that 1 can 
do it and if I were not I wouldn't be 
such a fool as to take the chance, |! 
shall Keep to mid-channel, where there 
are no rocks, and expect to accomplish 
the feat in from ten to fifteen minutes, 
for you know that he water runs 22 
miles an hour at that point. 

“it was through hugging the shore that 
Captain Webb lost his life. He was dash- 
ed against a rock head first. The channel 
is free from all obstructions, and I rely 
on this to pul) through safely. 

‘The only apprehension to be felt lies 
in the suction. I expect to be drawn un- 
der, but figure that the force that does it 
will, once 1 am under the surface, throw 
me up again. When 1 enter the water I 
shall be in condition to go under and stay 
three minutes without taking a breath 
if necessary. Now, if I can use my 
strength to get the opportunity to come 
up for the brief moment that it takes to 
get a breath, 1 th... the swim will w+ 
easy.’’ 

Gienister has a chest expansion of 
inches. Normally he has a measurement 
of 39 inches. He is well knit and looks 
capable of all the swimming and athletic 
feats comprised in his record. In 1897 
Glenister swam from Narragansett Pier 
to Newport, and the same month dived 
off the Halstead street bridge, Chicago 
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W. GLENISTER, 
Of New ‘York, Who Wil) Attempt 
to Swim Dangerous Niagara 
Rapid 
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He holds the record for the swimming 
distance between Providence, R. I., and 
Crescent park—8 miles—in three hours and 
forty minutes. In January, 1899, he swam 
from — to Parnham Rock, a dis- 
tanec: of half a mile, with the river filled 
with ce. 

In i90 he beat seventy-two contestants 
in a race from Hell Gate to the Long 
Island shore, and in 189% defeated Joe 
Stark for the American championship. 
He has measured the distance between 
the Poughkeepsie bridge and the Hudson’s 
surface and has tried the English channel 
between Dover and Calais, being taken 
out of the water uneonscidus§ after 
swimming eighteen hours and covering 33 
miles.

It was very 
grassy in some. districts, especially 
where too much rain was had. The 
weather conditions during July have given 
our farmers the much desire§ chance to 
work their crop, while today’s reports 
from all over our section are not bril- 
liant, they are nevertheless reassuring. 
In faet, the crop has made more prog- 
ress during July than was expected. 
In consequence of the conditions above 
stated the plant has attained considera- 
ble size which it lacked a month ago.
